Reginald McKenna’s Views. 


Reginald McKenna, former chancellor 
of the exchequer, speaking at Ponty- 
pool, closed his speech with these 
words: “I canont ignore the news of 

_the morning, though it would not be 
becoming in me to express an opinion 
on the American note. We have made 
war in conjunction with our allies, and 
in conjunction with them only can we 
consider overtures or proposals of any 
kind. .Until there has been an inter- 
‘change of views between the respon- 
sible governments, I think it would be 
most prudent to refrain from any ex- 
pression of opinion upon the situation 
thus created.” 

Viscount Haldane, in a sp@ech at 
Westminster, referred briefly to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note. He said that the 
British people desired peace intensely, 
and in that respect were in profound 
sympathy with the president. 

“T think,” he said, “that we are not 
the only nation that desires peace 
deeply. When Germany went into the 
war she reckoned on her magnificent- 
ty controlled and magnificently organ- 
ized armies to accomplish their pur- 
pose within a few months at the long- 
est. She has been bitterly disappoint- 
‘ed and today the international situa- 
tion. is putting a heavy strain on her 
resources. Let us be careful about 
‘what we wish and what we need. 
What we must insist upon is a settle- 
ment and a peace which will contain 
within themselves the elements of 
agreement and of security for the per- 
manence of peace: When that is se- 
cured it may be found to entail con- 
sequences which go very far. Ques- 
tions of detail may be much less diffi- 
cult when the foundation has been well 
and truly laid. Until that foundation 
of principle has been attained it is 
difficult to speak.” 

Says Wilson Has Blundered. 

A majority of the evening news- 
papers here take the view that the 
speech of King George on proroguing 
parliament, in which he said that a 
‘vigorous prosecution of the war must 
be our single endeavor,” was an ade- 
quate repty to the American note, and 
The Pall Mall Gazette suggests that 
President Wilson should now withdra'w 
it, adding: 

“Whether the president has been 
over-simple or over-subtle, the evident 
fact is that he has blundered and un- 
less the blunder be promptly revoked 
it may bring evil and irrevocable fruit. 
What should now be done is to with- 
draw the note and let its deplorable ef- 
fects be assuaged as best they may by 
the forces of time and silence.”

FRENCH COMMENT 
ON WILSON NOTE 
NOT FAVORABLE 


Paris, December 23.—President Wil- 
son’s note and the statement of Secre- 
tary Lansing continue to be the sen- 
sations of the day and take precedence 
over everything else in the morning 
papers. The president’s action by no 
means meets with favor among the 
commentators. 

The principal reproach is in the 
words of Stephen Pichon, who, writing 
in The Petit Journal, says: 

“The note makes no distinction be- 
tween the states who provoked the 
war and those upon whom it was forc- 
ed. The belligerents, whoever they are, 
see themselves treated in the same 
manner by President Wilson. He does 
not remember either the violation of 
Belgian neutrality, the crimes of the 
submarine warfare, or any of the mon- 
strous acts which revolted the con- 
science of his compatriots and that of 
the civilized world. Germany, her vic- 
tims, Belgians, Serbians or French, it 
is all the same. 

“America can appreciate this singu- 
lar conception as she pleases. We should 
be lacking in the first of our duties 
in not holding it up as an outrage to 
our honor and our dignity.” 
Georges Clemanceau, former premier 

L’Homme Enchaine, says: 

“The moral side of the war has es- 
caped President Wilson. He puts on 
the same footing all belligerents with- 
out asking for what reason each of 
them is fighting. Failing to take into 
consideration these imponderables, he 
believes himself just when he speaks 
to all in the same terms. He has not 
felt that the ends of the war could not 
be understood in the same way by both 
sides and consequently it would seem 
almost blasphemous to hear it. said 
that ‘the objects seem the same on both 
sides.’ ”’ 
IAincoln’s Answer Quoted. 

incoln’s answer to the French and 
British offers to mediate between the 
north and south in 1863 is freely quoted 
and analogies are drawn between the 
situations then and now. 

“What citizen of the United States 
would blame us if we answered Wil- 
son as Lincoln answered the mediators 
then?’ asked The Echo de Paris. 

The Matin says: 

“The American note is certainly in- 
spired by high sentiments. It is doubt- 
ful whether it is opportune. It comes 
at a moment when it is to every inter- 
est of Germany to stop or slacken 
hostilities. It comes after the four 
ringing declarations of Sonnino, Pok- 
rovsky, Briand and Lloyd-George.” 

The opinion of The Petit Parisien is 
expressed as follows: 

“One may ask with President Wilson 
himself whether the moment for such 
intervention was chosen opportunely. 
The speeches which were delivered this 
week by ministers of quadruple en- 
tente have defined the views of the al- 
lies upon the problems of peace and 
war.” 

The Journal and The Gaulois think 
President Wilson was influenced by 
fear of intensification of submarine 
warfare and of the consequences of to- 
tal interruption of sea traffic if the 
Germans should carry out the project 
they are reported to have decided on 
and send 125 submarines to American 
waters. The president may also have 
been influenced, these papers say, by

United States. 

“Let us consider the  president’s 
note coolly,” says The Gaulois, “and 
send him an answer courteous but firm, 
befitting our dignity and our desire to 
safeguard the future.” 

Belgium Recalled to Wilson. 

Pierre Renaudel, the socialist leader, 
writing in Humanite, regarding Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note, says: : 

“The note is the starting point of a 
new diplomacy whose merit is that it 
is public and submits, in consequence, 
to the judgments of the peoples them- 
selves the care of their own destinies. 
Secret diplomacy must die. France 
and her allies will again serve human 
civilization in showing that they ap- 
preciate new fact as they will serve 
their own cause by speaking out 
plainly.” 

Senator Henry Berenger, writing in 
The Paris Midi, says: “Why didn't 
President Wilson make on July 30, 
1914, the observation he submits to 
Europe in December, 19167 Why didn't 
Wilson protest in August, 1914, against 
the violation of Belgium?

GERMANS DIFFER 
IN THEIR VIEWS 
ON WILSON NOTE 


Berlin, December 23.—(Via London.) 
The Berlin press receives President 
Wilson's note with varying views, 
scarcely any two papers looking alike 
at the proposition. 

The views range from the enthusi- 
astic welcome accorded the plan by 
The Tageblatt, to the unexpectedly cyn- 
ical quasi-acquiescence of The Vos- 
sische Zeitung. 

George Bernard, in The Vossische 
Zeitung, views President Wilson’s pro- 
posal as actuated purely from Ameri- 
can selfish motives, America, he says, 
finds itself in the position of having 
passed the heyday point in its financial 
operations with the entente and now 
wants peace and the co-operation of 
England in gy, Sin for what it terms 
the inevitable Japanese trouble. 

Herr Bernhard refers to Secretary 
Lansing’s statement regarding America 
being drawn to the verge of war as a 
distinct tip to Germany, yet he is con- 
vinced that America desires to avoid 
such conflict, primarily for selfish rea- 
sons. The suggestion that neutrals 
participate in the peace conference is 
vigorously rejected. What may come 
up between Germany and er foes is 
not the business of neutrals, the paper 
insists, and Germany has learned *by 
bitter experience what she might ex- 
pect in a court in which the judges 
were neutrals under the pressure. of 
England. ; 

The Vossische Zeitung declares also 
that President Wilson need not de- 
ceive himself into thinking thax he can 
lay down any precepts for the confer- 
ence. 

There will be no truce, it says, but 
the fighting will continue, with r- 
many’s terms increasing in severity as 
she achieves military successes. 

“President Wilson’s step we wel- 
come,” are the words with which 
Theodore Wolff opens his comment in 
The Tageblatt. He adds that quite re- 
gardless of feeling for or against 
President Wilson, or the desires in 
some circles for war with America, no 
responsible politician capable of think- 
ing has the right to reject peace pro- 
posals hecause they come from Wash- 
ington. 

err Wolff points out that President 
Wilson undoubtedly has thany sources 
of information as to the feeling toward 
peace in various warring countries and 
therefore is not guided by parliamen- 
tary speeches delivered for home and 
enemy consumption. 

If the real peace conditions of the 
entente are actuallv reflected in the 
speeches of M. Prokrovsky, the Russian 
foreign minister, or David Lloyd- 
George, the British premier, he asserts, 
then the path to peace is not a smooth 
one. for such a peace would be merely 
a humiliation. President Wilson, how- 
ever, he concludes, is obviously aiming 
for a peace that would be a reconcilia- 
tion, and Germany, despite what the 
writer alludes to as the angry clamor 
of the greedy, desires an understand- 
ing for such a peace. 

In ending. his article Herr Wolff de- 
clares that whatever may be the out- 
come of the proposition, the discussion 
of peace has, in any event, begun and 
cannot be hushed. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung says: 

“President Wilson's remark that his 

step is not prompted by the peace offer 
of the central powers shows that he 
has for a long time contemplated me- 
diation for peace. What «this peace 
would be we can easily imagine after 
Ir. Wilson’s attitude towards this war. 
We must decline from the outset the 
participation of a neutral state, name- 
lv, the United States, as a responsible 
narty in the proposed conference. 
“Tf President Wilson really wants 
peace he only needs to induce the en- 
tente to accept the German proposals 
formulate at a conference their 
neace aims and at the same time to 
receive.our proposals.” 


WILSON IS THANKED 
BY ANTI-WAR DUTCH. 


The Hague, December 23.—(Via Lon- 
don.)-—The Dutch anti-war council has 
sent the following cablegram to Pres- 
ident Wilson: 

“Holland thanks vou for your effort 
in favor of lasting peace. All neutral 
nations greet your step with the great- 
est sympathy, and support your noble 
efforts in the interests of the whole of 
humanity.

BEFORE TEUTONS 
IN NORTH DOBRUDJA 


Petrograd, December 23.—(Via Lon- 
don, British Admiralty, Per Wireless 
Press.)—Russian troops in the Ru- 
manian province of Dobrudja continue 
to retire to the northward, says the 
official statement issued by ‘the war 
department today. The Russian rear 
guard yesterday fought engagements 
with the Teuton forces which continue 
to advance. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: Northwest. west 
and southwest of Rimnik-Sarat the en- 
emy yesterday pressed back our ad- 
Vanced posts and lively batties were 
conducted in the region of Rakovit- 
cheni and Vadulsoresoi. 

“In the region of Balatchenul one of 
our companies which penetrated Rochi- 
siu damaged at that place four guns 
and 
Surprised a sleeping squadron, which 
they bayonetted. An enemy battalion 
coming from Kirlenka surrounded our 
company, but the company . broke 
through the cordon, taking with it 
killed and wounded comrades. 

“Aggressive attempts by-small de- 
tachments of enemy infantry at Vicha- 
ni and cavalry at Stankutza were beat- 
en by our fire and dispersed. 

“In Dobrudja our detachments have 
been withdrawing to the northward. 
The enemy, continuing his advance, 
came in contact with our rear guards.”

“Western Front: 
Lake Koldigevski, 
novichi, the enemy 
strong activity toward evening, and 
with the approach of dusk several 
scouting parties in white overalls ad- 
vanced simultaneously toward our 
trenches.

London, December 23.—A report on 
the Mesopotamian campaign given out 
officially today reads: 

“On the morning of December 21 
British airplanes dropped nearly a ton 
of explosives on the Turkish advanced 
base and on shipping near Baghela, 25 
miles west of Kut-el-Amara. 

“On the same day hostile trenches 
on the south bank of the Tigris, near 
Kut-el-Amara, and on the north bank 
near Sannayyat, were subjected to a 
heavy artillery bombardment. Airplane 


observers reported that both bombard- 


ment's were very effective. At dawn 
December 22 a second airplane raid on 
the Turkish base near Baghela was 
carried out. 

“Yesterday our aircraft carried out 
several successful raids in the El Arish 
region (Figypt). At Maghdaba about a 
ton of high explosives were dropped 
on the enemy concentrations, causing 
many casualties to the personnel. 

“Attacks were made on Beersheba 
(southern border of Palestine) and 
Auja, and an important railway bridge 
over a deep ravine at Tel-el-Sharia, 15 
miles north of Beersheba, was serious- 
ly damaged.

Federal Arbitration Board

New York, December 23.—An eight- 
hour day, an increase in wages of five 
cents an hour, and straight prorata 
overtime, was granted to the members 
of the switchmen’s union employed by 
thirteen eastern and middle western 
railroads, in an award filed here today 
by the federal board of arbitration 
that heard their differences. 

The decision of the board had been 
'eagerly awaited by the railroads in 
general and the four major brother- 
hoods of railroad trainmen for what 
bearing it might have on the contro- 
versy between them over the Adamson 
which the eight-hour day & a 
question at issue.

The 
award increases this rate to 45 cents 
so that, as explained tonight by Judge 
Charles B. Howry, chairman of the 
board, on the eight-hour basis, they 
will receive $3.60 for a day’s work, 
40 cents less than they received un- 
der the ten-hour basis. By working 
ten hours under the new rate, they 
will receive $4.50, or 50 cents more than 
under the old rate.

GETTING CLOSER TO IT. 


Congress is gradually getting closer to 
the point of recognizing the rights of the 
prohibition states to relief from the indig- 
nity which federal co-operation with the 
liquor interests puts upon them. 

The senate postoffice committee, fol- 
lowing the recent action of the similar com- 
mittee in the house, has made a favorable 
report upon the bill to exclude from the 
mails liquor advertisements and solicitation 
of orders for wet goods. 

Telegraphic advices from Washington 
indicate that the senate bill proposes only 
to close the mails to liquor advertisement 
and solicitation going into dry states; while 
the house bill specifically shuts the mails 
altogether to such literature, regardless of 
the conditions as to the sale of intoxicants 
in the states, 

The dry states are not asking anything 
more than adequate protection for them- 
Selves, and that much they are entitled to 
and méan to have. 

If New York and Pennsylvania want 
liquor and liquor literature, it is their af- 
fair. But where Georgia and Alabama do 
not want it, and have denied the right of 
advertisement to their own citizens, in any 
shape or form, it is as little as federal ZOv- 
ernment can do to make its laws and regu- 
lations fit in with their wishes. | 

Federal partnership in the liquor traf- 
fic, through mails and interstate shipment, 
will, of course, be brought to an end— 
at least insofar as it is debauching the pro- 
hibition states. The quicker congress acts 
in this matter the better. v 

Favorable action of both house and sen- 
ate committees upon the bill closing the 
mails to liquor advertisements is at least 
encouraging. It puts the matter in shape 
for quick, final legislative action. The ques- 
tion is now before both: houses and little 
remains but to take a vote. There is hardly 
a ground for debate upon it. Indeed, we 
Should be ourious to hear upon what ground 
any member of house or senate would at- 
tempt to oppose it. 

There remain to the present congress 
two full months within which to take that 
vote; it should not require two weeks. 

Present conditions have long since grown 
intolerable. 


PEACE: AND BUSINESS. 


There ig foretaste and suggestion in the 
action of the markets during the past week, 
of the business conditions the United States 
must look forward to and prepare against 
when peace really comes to Europe. 

The tumble in stocks and in wheat are 
attributable to President Wilson’s peace 
proposals, but according to all the fore- 
casts, we must look elsewhere for the rea- 
son for the slump in cotton. By all the 
signs we have been taught to look for- 
ward to a strengthening of the cotton mar- 
ket when peace comes. It would seem, 
therefore, that the suggestion of peace 
should bolster it. 

The reason for the cotton decline was 
not the presidential suggestion of peace, but 
more likely the Lansing statement follow- 
ing it. It was rather the report that the 
United States were themselves on the verge 
of embroilment in the war; and, viewed 
from that angle, the effect upon cotton was 
only natural. 

We may still look forward to a material- 
ly strengthened cotton market with the ap- 
proach of peace. In fact, the moment the 
contending European factions lay down their 
arms, and Germany, Austria, Turkey and 
other countries find themselves with open 
ports, there will come a demand for cotton 
that must keep that product in a command- 
ing position not only for months, but for 
some years to come. 

So, any reasonable prospect of European 
peace must strengthen the cotton situation. 
The trouble about that which has just come 
from the white house is that it proceeded, 
apparently, from our own necessity, in the 
effort to avert war. It was not a peace sug: 
gestion per se, speaking from the business 
viewpoint, but according to Secretary Lan- 
sing, recognition and public announcement 
of the fact that we were standing on dan. 
gerous ground. 

With a better understanding of the true 
situation and with official avowal that the 
president's note carried no threat or sug: 
gestion of hostility on the part of the Unit- 
ed States, there is bound to be early re. 
covery. 

The allied attitude toward peace, as ex- 
pressed in Premier Lloyd-George’s recent 
speech, will perhaps prove a strong factor 
in American market conditions. The indi- 
cation in it, that the war is to continue in- 
definitely, must have material effect in 
maintaining the business status quo, as war 
conditions have molded it. 

In its effect upon our business situa- 
tion the European war is very much like 
our own tariff agitation. Business remains 
in fluctuating doubt while the agitation is 
on, but gets to solid rock foundation once 
there is a settlement of it, whichever way 
it goes.

Powell and his wife, Eliza, formerly Eliza 
Mitchell; Mary Mitchell, Belle Mitchell and 
Robert Mitchell, as heirs-at-law of said Sam- 
uel: Mitchell, and all being of age, have this 
day bargained and sold, and we hereby trans- 
fer and convey unto Hannibal I. Kimball and 
his heirs forever all our title and interest 
in and to the following described parcels of 
land, to-wit: Five acres of land lying in 
the city of Atlanta, county of Fulton, and 
state aforesaid, bounded by Decatur street 
on the one side and Alabama street on the 
other side and reaching from Loyd to Pryor 
streets, and also that lot of land bounded 
by Alabama street on the one side and the 
railroad on the other, extending from Pryor 
street to Whitehall. Except that portion on 
the corner of Alabama and Whitehall streets, 
improved and exoepting here from the right- 
of-way to the railway. To have and to hold 
said parcels of land unto said H. I. Kimball 
and his heirs forever. We warrant the title 
of said land against the claims of all per- 
sons claiming by, through or under us or 
either of us, but no further.

A DEAL IN ATLANTA REAL ESTATE 


BY GEORGE ADAIR MANY YEARS AGO | 


The late George W. Adair, a few years 
before his death, furnished the following 
statement in regard to the old union depot 
and the opening up of North Pryor street: 

“The old carshed, about where the Union 
depot now stands, was erected and used 
by all the roads to the close of the war. 
Before the war, the Western and Atlantic 
(State road) and the city of Atlanta made 
an arrangement to use the tract of land 
bounded by Pryor, Decatur and Lovd stre 
as a park; at the close of the war the Macon 
and Western depot, standing on what is 
now known as Pryor street, and part of the 
Dodd and Jackson buildings, and turn-table 
tracks, on the ground between Loyd, Alabama 
and now Pryor street, was considered a nui- 
sance by reason of its small space and 
being in the central part of the city. 

“Mayor Calhoun appointed me as a mem- 
ber of the committee on streets and public 
works of the city council, and at the request 
of the other members, I was made chairman. 
Immediately I wrote to Colonel Jack White, 
at Griffin, who was then superintendent of 
the Macon and Western railroad, to come to 
Atlanta on important business. He came, and 
I explained to him that the city wanted to 
extend Pryor street across all the railroad 
tracks, and would like, also, to have the depot 
moved further out of town. He said that 
he was open to an arrangement if he could 
procure sufficient eligible ground elsewhere, 
and with approval of his board of directors, 
I walked with him westward down the rail- 
road track to Mitchell street. He said that 
if he could get what was then known as 
‘Richard Peters’ goat lot’ (a lot in which 
he pastured his Angora goats), and one or 
two other small pieces, he would excharge 
the entire ground owned by them, which was 
bounded by Alabama, Loyd and Whitehall 
streets, and the State Road grounds—except 
a lot on the corner of Whitehall and Alabama 
streets, now occupied by the John H. James 
& Son, bankers, known as thé ‘old Holland 
lot’ (71. feet on Whitehall and 90 feet on 
Alabama sireet). I consulted with Mr. Rich- 
ard Peters and got his price on the goat 
lot, and also on the other two pieces, one 
belonging to William Solomon, I remember. 
I bought this property for $25,000, as per 
deed, $3,000 in greenbacks (gold then being 
at 50 ner cent premium) and the balance in 
ten-year 7 per cent bonds, the parties deed- 
ing this property to the Macon and Western 
railroad, where they moved and built their 
present depot and sidetracks, and we pro- 
ceeded then to open Pryor street across al] 
the railroad tracks.’ 

WHEN ELECTIONS WERE HELD 
WITHOUT ANY WARD LINES 


Prior to 1876 Atlanta’s city government 
consisted of a mayor and fourteen council- 


men. There were no aldermen and the 
councilmen were elected from wards. 

In 1875 a change was made in the govern- 
ment so that there was a mayor, a mayor 
pro tem., three aldermen and ten councilmen. 
The aldermen were elected from the city-at- 
large and the councilmen, two from each of 
five wards. The officials were at that 
time as follows: C. C. Hammond, mayor; 
Aaron Haas, mayor pro tem.; A. J. West,

“PIONEER BABE OF TERMINUS”

Orville Wright Discusses 
The Important Subject of 
The Stability of Aeroplanes 


Some phases of fore-and-aft or longitud- 
inal equilibrium in flying are discussed by 
Dr. Orville Wright in a recent publication 
of the Smithsonian institution, entitled “Sta- 
bility of Aeroplanes.” Mr. Wright says that 
a flying machine is balanced in three direc- 
tions—about an imaginary axis fore and aft 
in its line of motion, referred to as lateral 
equilibrium; about another axis extending 
in a lateral direction from tip to tip of the 
wings, known as fore-and-aft or longitudinal 
equilibrium, and about a vertical axis, which 
is generally referred to as steering, aithough 
its most important function is that of lateral 
equilibrium. Although a beginner finds most 
difficulty in mastering the lateral control, it 
is his lack of knowledge of certain features 
of the fore-and-aft equilibrium which leads 
to most of the serious accidents. 

In an ideal flying machine the center of 
gravity would lie in the line of the center 
of resistance to forward movement and also 
in the line of thrust, but in practice this Is 
not always feasible, since the machine must 
be built to land safely as well a's to fly. In 
flying, a low center of gravity, that is, one 
below the center of support, causes an oscil- 
lating movement about the lateral axis like 
that of a pendulum, which tends to form a 
disturbing turning movement. On the other 
hand, a high center of gravity tends to cause 
the machine to roll over in landing, and con- 
sequently a compromise is adopted. 

he principal methods used in preserving 
fore-and-aft equilibrium have been the shift- 
ing of wéight so as to keep the center of 
gravity in line with the changing center of 
lift, and the utilization of auxiliary surfaces, 
known as elevators, to keep the center of 
pressure in line with a fixed center of 
gravity. 

Can’t Shift Weight Quickly. 

The first method has been found impracti- 
cable on account of the impossibility of 
shifting large weights quickly enough, but 
the second is used in most of the modern 
flying machines. Flying machines of the 
latter type should have their auxiliary sur- 
faces located in the front or rear, and as 
far as possible from the main bearing planes, 
because the greater the distance the greater 


is the leverage, and consequently the smaller 


the amount of surface required. No part of 
either ‘the main surface or auxiliary surface 
should be exposea on their upper sides ina 
way to create a downward pressure for main- 
taining equilibrium, since such a pressure 
requires twice the propeller thrust to over- 
come it that an equal carried weight would 
require. 

The downward pressure of air is used to 
some extent, however, on account of its 
adaptability, in producing more or less stable 
aeroplanes. Mr. Wright describes an .nher- 
ently stable aeroplane as one in which equl- 
librium is maintained by an arrangement of 
surfaces so placed that when a current of 
air strikes one part of the machine, creating 
a@ pressure that would tend to disturb the 
equilibrium, the same current striking an- 
other part creates a balancing pressure in 
the opposite direction. This compensating 
or correcting pressure is secured without the 
mechanical movement of any part of the ma- 
chine. While this system will control a ma- 
chine to some extent, it depends so much 
on variation in course and speed as to ren- 
der it inadequate to meet the demands of a 
practical flying machine. 

In order to secure greater dynamic effi- 
ciency and greater maneuvering ability, aux- 
iliary surfaces mechanically operable are 
used in present flying machines instead of 
the practically fixed surfaces of the _ inher- 
ently stable type, but they depend to a 
greater extent upon the skill of the operator 
in keeping equilibrium. 

How Accidents Occur. 

If the operator were able to “feel” exaetly 
the angle at which his aeroplane meets thé 
air, at least 90 per cent of all aeroplane acci- 
dents would be eliminated. Instruments for 
this purpose have been produced, but they 
are not in general use. The average flier 
does not realize how dangerous it is to be 
ignorant of this angle, nor does he know 
when he is “stalling.” By “stalling,” Mr. 
Wright means coming to rest in the air, or 
nearly so. 

The danger from “stalling’’ comes when 
the operator attempts to check the machine s 
downward plunge by turning the main bear- 
ing surfaces to still greater angles of inci- 
dence, instead of pointing the machine down- 
ward at a smaller angle of incidence, so that 
the speed can be recovered more quickly. 
Most of the serious accidents in flying occur, 
after long glides from considerable heights 
with the power reduced, when an attempt is 
made to bring the machine to a more level 
course several hundred feet in the air. The 
machine quickly loses its speed and becomes 
“stalled.” Those who have seen the novice 
make a “pancake” landing, have seen the 
beginning of a case of “stalling which 
might have been fatal had it taken place at 
a height of 100 or 200 feet in the air. 

The greatest danger of flying comes from 
misjudging the angle of incidence. If a uni- 
form angle were maintained, there would be 
no difficulty in securing fore-and-aft equi- 
librium. Experiments made during the past 
vear or two have brought about a consider- 
able advance in the development of auto- 
matic stability. A device described by MY. 
Wright comprises a small horizontal wind 
vane so mounted on the machine as to ride 
edgewise to the wind when the machine Is 
flying at the desired angle of incidence. 

When Machine Shifts Its Angie. 
machine varies from the de- 


In case the 
the vane on 


‘angle. the air will strike . 
teas te upper or lower side. The slightest 
movement of the vane in either direction 
brings into action a powerful mechanism for 
operating the controlling surfaces. If the 
wind strikes the vane on the underside the 
elevator is turned to cause the machine to 
point downward in front until the normal 
angle is restored, and if the air strikes the 
vane from above an opposite action upon 
the elevator is produced. The author main- 
tains that a machine controlled bv regulat- 
ing its angle v ith reference to the impinging 
air is not liable to the dangers of stalling. 

Another method for maintaining fore-and. 
aft equilibrium utilizes the force of gravits 
acting on 2a pendulum or tube of mereury, 
and a second employs the gyroscopic force 
of a rapidly revolving wheel. In both of 
these systems, however, the angle of the 
machine is regulated with reference to the 
horizontal, or some other determined plane 
instead of the angle of the inpinging air. 
Other faults render the pendulum and mer- 
cury tube useless in regulating fore-and-aft 
equilibrium, although the pendulum is found 
to be useful in regulating the lateral sta- 
wig Wright believes that the dav is near 
at hand when the flier will be almost entire- 
ly relieved of the work of maintaining the 
equilibrium of his machine, and his attention 
will be required only to keep it on its proper 
course and to bring it safely in contact with 
the ground when landing.

“One of the legendary heroes of Lithua- 
nia’s early struggles was Ryngold, but the 
first definite historical facts concerning the 
country and its chiefs date from the time of 
Mendowg, Ryngold’s. son. This chieftain 
was recognized by Pope Innocent IV. and 
ruled for twelve vears, from 1251, but the 
real founder of the kingdom was the re- 
sourceful and statesmanlike Gedymin (1216- 
1341), who built the city of Vilna, which 
became his capital. He entered into nego- 
tiations with Rome looking toward the Chris- 
tianizing of his country and thereby gained 
a brief respite from the depredations of the 
Teutonic Knights. 

Baptism of Prince Postponed. 

“When the time came for the grand 
prince’s baptism, however, it was found that 
the pagan faith exercised so strong a hold 
on the imagination of his people that the 
ceremony was postponed. Gedymin extended 
the bounds of his domains far to the south 
and east, at the expense of the Russians. 
and in his recognition of the advantages of 
western civilization, as indicated by the wel- 
come which he extended to immigrants, he 
anticipated the far-sighted policies of Ivan 
the Terrible and Peter the Great. 

“Gedymin had seven sons who, after a 
protracted. period of rivalry, acknowledged 
the supremacy of Olgierd, the most adroit 
of their number. Olgierd’s heir, Jagiello. 
founder of the Jagellon dynasty, was one of 
the most potent factors in the advancement 
of Lithuania’s power. He introduced Chris 
tianity in 1387 and erected a cathedral in 
Vilna on the site of the ancient pagan temp!: 
By his marriage to Jadviga ‘or Hedwig), 
daughter of louis the Great‘*of Poland. he 
eventually ascended the throne of that coun- 
try under the title of Wladislaw, buf fol- 
lowing his death the two countries had sep- 
arate rulers for 190 vears. The union of the 
two governments under one sovereign in 
1501 was securely cemented by a decree of th: 
diet of J.ublin 68 vears later, and from that 
time the- history of Lithuania was merger 
into that of Poland. 

“At the beginning of the fifteenth centur\ 
the Jagellons held sway over a vast domain 
extending to the southeast as far as the Sea 
of Azov (the northern boundary of the 
Crimea), and embracing Kiev and Hafi-bey 
(the modern Odessa). 

“In Napoleon's Russian campaign the lL.i- 
thuantan capital of Vilna was made the cen- 
ter of strategy of the French lines, and af! 
er the disaster at Moscow the retreating 
emperor again visited the city, leaving it in 
disguise on the night of November 24, 181”

The eight-hour day, without any re- 
duction in anv employee’s wages for 
a day’s work, is to be put into effect 
January 1 dys gs every department 
of the General Roofgng Manufacturing 
company, manufacturers of Certain- 
teed Roofing. This announcement from 
George M. Brown, president, was made 
following the, November meeting of the 
board of directors. This.is not a sud- 
den change in company policy, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brown. On the contrary, 
it is merely carrying to complétion the 
policy adopted in theory several years 
ago, and which has been put into ef- 
fect in various departments as rapidly 
as canditions justified.

They are to be sent out under the 
direction of the extension division of 
the College of Agriculture to tell busi- 
ness men the results of their experi- 
ences. It is believed that they will be 
welcomed by Georgia business men and 
farmers and given an interested hear- 
ing 

The object, of course, is to help the 
farmer as much as possible, to protect 
his resources by finding new bases for 
credit, and to establish the best basis 
of credit possible for cotton under bol] 
weevil conditions. 

In this campaign the cordial co-op- 
eration of business interésts and farm- 
ers as well, is being received. It is not 
an effort on the part of the college to 
fix bases of credit but to provide the 
best information possible in: helping 
farmers and business men to get to- 
gether in an equitable way in view of 
the disturbed condition caused by the 
weevil.

As a rule, 
mills and large users of goods, as dis- 
tinguished from converters and traders, 
have held values quite steady, and they 
feel confident that after some read- 
justment of the floating stocks the de- 
mand will strengthen. A few construc- 
tions of sheetings and fine goods sold 
between second hands showed a decline, 
while branded cottons that are well 
sold ahead have held their prices close 
to the top recently quoted. The break 
in cotton came at a time when the an- 
nua! inventorying was approaching in 
many houses, and there would have 
been some readjustment of stocks 
through second hands in any event.

MOVES WALL STREET 


While Present Moves May 
Not Result in Cessation of 
Hostilities, Many Believe 
End Is Not Far Off. 


a_i. 


New York, December 23.—(Special.) 
“The unexpected always happens in the 
stock market,” might be one way of 
explaining the great weakness of 
stocks during the past week, but this 
is only from the point of view of those 
who expected a material recovery in 
stocks if it turned out that the premier 
of Great Britain made a speech to par- 
liament which did not accept. the 
proffer of peace by Germany. A care- 
ful analysis of: the speech reveals the 
fact that; while it left the “door of 
peace ajar.”’ it hardly looks as though 
there would be an ending of the war 
within the next half year. There are 
many well posted people who believe, 
however, that peace is really near at 
hand, their belief resulting from infor- 
mation alleging that Germany is really 
at the point of collapse, and therefore 
ready to accept almost anything. This 
point of view, however, does not coin- 
cide with the recent strong offensive 
movements of some German armies and 
the defense of various points under 
Allied attack, and it might also be said 
that if Germany were in such desperate 
condition the Allies would probably far 
rather force peace at their own terms 
after crushing their enemy than treat 
with him now. 


Heavy Liquidation. 


In any event; there was heavy liautf- 
dation of stocks because of fear that 
the readjustment of business, which 
-will result when peace is restored, is 
near at hand. Bears seized upon the 
evident reluctance of prospective buy- 
ers to make commitments while the 
possibility of a peace conference is be- 
fore the market, and there was also 
tremendous short selling during much 
of the week. 

Unlike the previous weak markets 
which had been due to prospects of an 
early peace, the stocks which will ben- 
efit from the ending of the war were 
not strong, which led some observers 
to believe that the entire weakness 
was due to the timidity of buyers and 
the aggressiveness of bears. There 
were other reasons for weakness, such 
as the continuation of fairly firm 
money rates, and the fact that many 
of the conservative brokerage houses 
have made plans to sharply reduce the 
amounts they will loan on margin on 
“war stocks” hereafter. There are some 
houses which will no longer carry these 
stocks on margin, which believe that 
the end: of the war is still far off, but 
they think that ‘‘peace has begun,” and 
that now is as good a time as any other 
to clean their accounts out of stocks 
of a class which will suffer when the 
war is over. . 

Banks Strengthen Reserves. 


There has been a movement on the 
pait of banks, also, to strengthen their 
reserves for the interest and dividend 
payments and other charges which 
have to be met the first of the year, 
which has resulted in some hesitancy 
in making large new loans, and some 
curtailment of old loans, which has 
also tended to hold down buying and 
has been the direct cause of some sell- 
ing. From the point of view of people 
who are still bullish on the future 
market outlook, and there are many of 
them, though they have not been ag- 
gressive in their operations during the 
past week, it is said that the recent 
reaction has givem an excellent. basis 
for a new advance, and, while they do 
not expect to see some of the war 
stocks ever again. equal their higher 
levels of a few weeks ago, they do look 
for materinl advance above -present low 
levels of many of them. They think 
that the market has more than dis- 
ceunted the ending of the war if it 
came at once, and that if it is post- 
poned long enough to*give a chance to 
more amply prepare for it, that stocks 
are due for a rise during that period. 
“They also are mostly of the belief that 
the war wil] last for many months. 
Those who are bullish, therefore, have 
hed an excellent chance to buy, and 
will have a large profit if their views 
turn out to be correct. Many of those 
who are bullish are professional trad- 
ers. The public, for the time, seems to 
be scared away from the market. If 
it turns out that the bullish view is the 
correct one, the public will then rush 
back into the market, but it will buy 
at far higher prices, and it will buy 
from those who have had the courage 
to buy when stocks were low and who 
are always sellers on any good ad- 
vances. Such people make profits in 
stocks, while the general public, which 
buys only when _ news is good and 
prices high, and sells only when news 
is bad and prices down, as a rule, is 
always the loser. It is a notable thing 
that brokerage houses have been filled 
with people with money, people stating 
that they wish to buy “when the dan- 
ger of further breaks on _ peace talk 
passes,” people who would not buy 
when prices are down, but they will 
probably all be buyers if the 
takes a decidedly stronger turn in the 
near future.

Washington, December 23.—Informa- 
tion as to their exact meaning in seek - 
ing a “just and permanent peace” Is, 
the whole purpose of the note address- 
ed to all the belligerents by President 
Wilson.

This government does not know, and 
feels that it has had no real means 
of knowing, what terms would be re- 
quired by each of the belligerents to 
make peace. It regards the recent 
g@peeches of the leading statesmen in 
ell countries as vague and undefined 
and sees nothing in them that would 
enable a conference to draw up a 
treaty. All speak of the rights of small 
mations, the repugnance of conquest, 
and the guarantees of a permanent 
peace, but no one nation has yet gone 
into what it means by those phrases 
in a way that the government of the 
United States can understand.

France, 
for instance, has not disclosed if what 
she considers a just peace means the 
evacuation of her northern provinces; 
or in addition to that the restoration 
of Alsace-Lorraine, or if in addition to 
both those claims she expects a money 
indemnity for the damage of invasion, 
or beyond that if she has an actual 
program for doing away with so-called 
German militarism. In short, the 
United States asks what would she 
accept today as the basis of peace. 

Similar issues apply to all the bel- 
Jigerent countries in merely a varying 
form. What President Wilson wants 
is the details. As the largest neutral 
facing grave problems and as the 
friend of all parties concerned, the 
United States feels most earnestly that 
it is entitled to know those facts. Un- 
less some one of the groups lays down 
its actual terms there will be no basis 
for negotiation and no possibility of 
eace till the world is bled white, of- 
icials declare. 

There is not the ‘slightest expecta- 
tion here that the terms laid down 
will be reconcilable at first. It is 
eee that some of the nations will 
emand what in actuality is immediate- 
ly possible. Nevertheless, the naming 
of those terms will afford a basis of 
negotiation, a starting place from 
which the conflicting in§erests can be- 
gin to converge. 
Nor is anv embarrassment seen to 

the nations in naming s6uch 
It is understood in advance that 
they are apt to fluctuate with the mili- 
tary changes and are not permanently 
binding under new conditions. What- 
ever any nation feels must be included 
in its terms for moral reasons can also 
be added to the terms without embar- 
rassment, it is said. 
As to Permanent Guarantees, 


to permanent guarantees, it was 
declared that the United' 
ready to enter any kind, 
of international agreement that 
geem most desirable to the nations, 
whether permanent peace is to be se- 
cured by force, if necessary, or by law. 
The country is not committed to any | 
one plan, and President Wilson is en- 
tirely open to suggestions. It is the 
administration view that the country 
can be committed to an abandonment 
of the policy of isolation, much as 
President Monroe committed it to the 
Monroe doctrine, without senate ac- 
tion. In the plans so far contemplated, 
however, it is probable the nations 
would be bound by treaty agreements 
which would necessarily have to De 
ratified by the senate, so far as the 
United States is concerned. 

A fuller understanding of the em- 
barrassment caused to the administra- 
tion by the coincidence of its note with 
the German proposals was given today 
when it was said that, despite the early} 
unfavorable effect which the note was 
expected to have in the allied countries 
through that fact, it was decided to 
risk it in view of the greater interests 
involved. It is expected it may be some 
time before the American viewpoint 
will be accepted abroad, but it is felt 
that in’ the end it certainly will pre- 
vail. 

It also stated most emphatically that 
the note was not rushed off on Monday 
in order to get to Premier Lloyd- 
George before he had irrevocably -com- 
mitted the allies against peace in his 
speech to parliament Tuesday. That 
assumption was foreseen, but officials 
expect it to lose weight and impor- 
tance as the first impressions wear off. 

The early resentment m London and 
Paris on the assumption that the pres- 
{dent's note declared both belligerents 
were fighting for the same object is 
regarded as unwarranted at the state 
department, where today it,was said 
great pains had been taken to avoid 
that very inference. 

Stress on Wilson’s Words. 


Stress was laid on the president's 
words to show that he had not ex- 
pressed any conviction that both sets 
of belligerents were fighting for the 
same objects. On the other hand, the 
language of the note, it was pointed 
out, specifically said the statesme 
both groups of belligerents had so 
stated their objects in general terms 
to the people of their own countries. 
Officials were gratified to see this 
view being pointed out in some of the 
later foreign comment received today. 

The phrase was written, it was said, 
after study of the more recent state- 
ments of the belligerents, rather than 
the statements at the time they en- 
tered the war. Then the avowed ob- 
jects of all the nations were more spe- 
cific, Ttaly, for instance, coming into 
the War with an official statement of 
what she felt necessary for her future. 
Since then, however, on all sides, it 
is felt a constantly increasing vague- 
ness has been growing up which now 
is expanding into the most nebulous 
terms. 

General hostility to the note, at first, 
both in allied and Teutonic countries, 
as conveyed in news dispatches, was 
regarded by officials as one of the 
most hopeful signs as it indicated that 
the note was neutral. Egpecially was 
the hostility in some of the German 
pape’s pleasing, as it was thought that 
when the allies realized that the plan 
was not so welcome to their enemies 
they would give to it more earnest 
and more impartial consideration. 

The possibility of an early reply is 
discounted here. The central powers 
have indicated that they will not risk 
laying down their peace terms until 
they have had a reply to their own 
proposals from the entente. While the 
reply now is finished, it will take a 
week to distribute it to the various 
powers. The entente, having both that 
reply and the president's note to con- 
sider, and consisting of ten different 
nations, all with different interests, 
is expected to require considerable 
time to get its views into shape for 
transmission. The allies’ reply to the 
central powers will not be made pub 
lic here.

States revenue officers, 


Moonshine stills, about thirty in 
number, worms, funnels, jugs and be- 
tween fifty and sixty harrels and kegs, 
all blockade distillery *paraphernalia, 
seized in raids by federal revenue of- 
ficers and deputy United States mar- 
shals in Georgia during the last few 
months, were sold at public outcry in 
the basement of the postoffice build- 
ing by E. Walter Trippe, general dep- 
uty collector of internal revenue for 
—— of Georgia, at noon last 
“riday. 

The stuff was sold, the stills and 
worms as copper scrap, to junk cealers 
at an aggregate price not given be- 
causc rules of the treasury department 
forbid its publication. It is understood, 
however, that the copper sold weighed 
between 200 and 300 pounds and sold 
at from 18 to 35 cents a pound, ac- 
cording to its condition and purity; and 
that the jugs, kegs and barrels were 
bid in for all that reasonably could 
have been expected. 

This accumulation of moonshiners’ 
equipment represents about a third of 
4a year’s activities upon the part of the 
federal “‘revenuers” in Atlanta, 
also representative of 
the state. The policy 
ment in this respect is, 

moonshiners’ 
mevy be of 
confiscated only those cf 
saved, and those, before 
stored away in the basement of the 
postoffice building, are first cut and 
slashed so as to destroy their identity 
and further possible use as stills. Many 
seized are of tin or of sheet iron, and 
these. with the kegs and barrels, ex- 
cept those in good repair. buckets, 
Vats, ete., are destroyed on the spot of 
seizure, together with the products of 
the distillery and the ingredients en- 
tering into the same. 

It happens comparatively often that 
the distiller keeps hogs penned near 
the site of his moonshine plant to fat- 
ten upon the by-products of the still, 
and these, of course, in the event of 
the still’s being raided, escheat thereby 
to the government and are sold. Just 
the other day, too, revenue officers 
confiscatéd an alleged illicit distiller’s 
wagon and span of mules, being used 
by him to transport, it is alleged, his 
distilling outfit to another location, 
and upon two or three occasions reve-

COUNTY 10 FIGHT 
APPORTIONMENT LAW 


Commission Secures Tempo- 
rary Order Stopping Reap- 
portionment of Convicts. 


In the superior court of Fulton coun- 
ty vesterday what may result in a long 
drawn out legal battle over the ap- 
portionment of convicts for road work 
under the new law was started when 
Judge John T. Pendleton, upon petition 
of the county board of commissioners, 
granted a temperary order restraining 
the state prison commission from ree 
apportioning felony convicts for road 
work in accordance with the new law. 
January 13 was fixed upon as the date 
when the prison commission must ap- 
pear and show cause why the injunc- 
tion should not be made permanent. 

Contrary to the old system of convict 
apportionment upon the basis of county 
population, which gave Fulton county 
more convicts for road work than any 
other county in the state and as many 
as a dozen or more of the more sparse- 
ly populated counties put together, the 
1916 law provides that convicts must 
be apportioned upon the basis of rural 
road mileage. 7 

This, the board of county commis- 
works a drastic hard- 
Ship upon Fulton county, since its ru- 
ral road mileage is so slight that in- 
stead of its having an average of about 
146 convicts working on its roads, it 
would, under the new act, have only 
about fifteen.

Of course, for federal report pur- 
poses, “distillery” means any sort of a 
Plant, operated often by one man, for 
the manufacture or rectifying, or in 
any manner tampering with alcoholic 
liquors. But by far the majority of the 
1,291 distilleries in question were regu- 
lar plants in which blockade whisky 
was in process of manufacture when 
seizure was made. or 

Moonshine Popular. 

The alleged increase in the number 
of distilleries destroyed during recent 
months is perhaps attributable to three 
causes: ® 

First, an increase in thé moonshine 
industry on account of the enforcement 
of state-wide prohibition, which, it is 
Said, creates a far greater demand for 
the illicit product. Formerly, revenue 


officers say, the moonshiner had to 
seek his customers, whercas now he is 
the man sought after by whisky ad- 
dicts whose former sources of supply | 
have been cut off and whose only ; 
legitimate avenue through which to; 
Satiate his thirst lies in the express 
companies. 

Second, increased activity upon the 
part of federal authorities, due in part 
to the very condition just cited, and 
whose efficiency also is increasing. in 
ratio with their becoming more and 
more familiar with the geography of 
the state and the haunts and with the 
habits of the moonshiners. Too, it is 
argued that many beginners have en- 
tered the illicit distilling business dur- 
ing recent months, and “green” moon- 
shiners and their plants are more easy 
prey than the plants of the sgasoned 
veterans at the game. 

Third, as the public becomes more 
and more accustomed to prohibition, it 
is said, the greater is the desire for it, 
and in consequence the greater the! 
public antipathy toward the blockade 
still. Therefore, officers declare, the ' 
people of Georgia—the average citi- 
zens—are becoming more and more ac- 
tive in their co-operation with the 
federal authorities and more free to 
furnish information leading directly to 
the seizure of illicit stills. This in the 
face of the fact that less than a year 
ago the government discontinued its 
time-honored policy of rewarding “in- 
formers’ for information leading to 
the seizure of stills.

Manager Cochran and Em- 
ployees Have Been Busy 
During 1916—Improve- 
ments Extended to All of 
City’s Parks. 


Manager J. O. Cochran, of the park 
department, is of the opinion that the 
city should make several general im- 
provements in the various parks dur- 
ing the coming year. He thinks that 
a new bandstand should be erected in 
Grant park, a new conservatory, a 
swimming pool and bath house, the 
Gress zoo in this park should be im- 
proved as to housing and a larger stock 
of animals.

Improvements Extended to All Parks. 

During the past year the department 
has made extensive improvements in 
all city park property. One hundred 
and twelve thousand one hundred and 
thirty-seven square feet, and 9,183 
linear feet of sidewalks were laid dur- 
ing the year. Ten thousand, six hun- 
dred and one linear feet of gutters 
were laid, Of the walks laid 6,112 feet 
were laid in Grant park, or 841 feet 
more than one mile. 
dred and ninety feet of walks were laid 
in Adair 
laid in the various school lots. 

Of the square feet of eement laid 
during the year 41,895 were laid in 
Grant park in the form of gutters, 
14,798 in Piedmont park, 12,486 in Mad- 
dox park, 16,496 in Mozley park, 4,637 
in Oakland city park, 18,630 in Adair 
park, and the balance in the various 
school lots. : 

Of the cubic feet of cement laid 1,300 
was laid in Grant park, including the 
wall around the old Constitution 
springs, four bridges and steps; 24,300 
in Maddox park, 3,385 in Oakland city 
park, and the balance in the school 
lots. 

About 12,000 sacks of cement were 
used during the -year on this work 
alone. The department purchased and 
us4d more than 4,000 tons of crushed 
stone in the past year, and more than 
1,000 tons was given to the department 
by the chief of construction. Of the 
stone used 1,516 tons went to Grant 
park and the balance to Piedmont, 
Adair, Oakland City, Maddox, Spring- 
vale, Mozley and the school lots. 

The department purchased 518 tons 
of granite sand, 216 tons were given 
by the chief of construction, making a 
total of 1,849 tons of granite material 
donated to the department by the chief 
of construction during the year. The 
department used in all a total of 864 
tons of granite sand. 


Parks Have 56 Tennis Courts. 

Eighteen new tennis courts were 
built during the year. Fifteen were 
built in 1915, making a total of 33 in 
the past two years. The department 
now has 56 tennis courts. During the 
past year the department paved 5,728 
linear feet of roadway in Grant park, 
making a total of one and one-half 
miles of roadway paved in this park in 
the last two years. In Piedmont park 
the department paved 8,100 feet of 
roadway in the year, making a total of 
270 feet more than one mile in the last 
two years. 

The work in Grant park in the past 
year includes the paving of the roads, 


the laying of gutters, sewer pipes, 
sidewalks, shaping of banks and other 
details. Six new tennis courtS were 
placed in this park alone. 

A total of 3,716 plants at a cost of 


$635 were put out in this park in the 
spring. Fifty new benches were placed 
in the park, each capable of holding ten 
people. Seventy-two new swings were 
built. Most of the roads in the park 
were oiled at a total cost of $844. 

In Piedmont park the bath house was 
repaired and repainted. Twenty-four 
trees were cut down where they were 
too thick in the park. A new addition 
to the bath house was built. 


91,608 Visit Pool. 


The swimming pool opened May 13 
and closed September 8. The pool was 
opened at night during the latter part 
of the season. The total attendance at 
the pool during the season was 91,608— 
65,651 men and 25,957 women. 

Through the efforts of the city elec- 
trical department the park was lighted, 
which greatly enhanced the beauty of 
the grounds at night. A new bridge 
was completed and opened for traffic 
during the year from the east side of 
the park to Boulevard. it was built 
at a joint expanse to the city, the 
Southern railway, the county and the 
Boulevard Park corporation. 

During the summer months the work 
of keeping the parks in good condition 
has become so great that all improve- 
ments have been laid aside unsil the 
winter. 

In Maddox park the department built 
a concrete walk around the swimming 
pool, a new refreshment stand and a 
new addition to the bath house. The 
county graded four new tennis courts 
for this park, one baseball ground. 
Twenty-one elm trees were planted in 
this park. The swimming pool attend- 
ance for the season was 17,089 men and 
2,608 women. 

in Mozley park a bath house was 
built and the swimming pool finished. 
A picket fence was built around the 
pool. The attendance at this park in 
the swimming pool was 13,534 men and 
4,000 women, 

In Oakland City park the work of 
building a swimming pool was begun 
early in the year. This has not been 
completed. The roads were shaped up 
and the tennis courts put in good con- 
dition and the baseball diamond grad- 
ed. The attendance at this park in the 
swimming pool was 7,466 men and 4,403 
women.

For eight 
years he was superintendent of ma- 
chinery of the Panama canal, and of 
the Panama railroad. He returned to 
Atlanta about a year ago and married 
here. His work with the Panama ca- 
nal having been completed, he was 
connected with the federal valuation 
board as a railroad valuation expert. 
The business trip upon which he is 
ndéw in the West Indies will eventually 
carry him across the South American 
continent. 

Mr. and Mrs. Craig arrived in the 
West Indies not without peril and ad- 
venture. A storm swept their vessel 
150 miles out of its course and all but 
sent her’ to the bottom. Later, upon 
reaching a French vessel, they had to 
proceed without lights at night and hug 
the shore in the daytime (because of 
German submarines reported to be 
prowling in south Atlantic and gulf 'wa- 
ters. 

Writes of Experiences. 

Mr. Craig’s letter is as follows: 

Georgetown, Demerara, British Guiana, 
South America, November 27, 1916.—Editor 
Constitution: I am making a business trip 
through the West Indies and South America, 
having left New York on October 3 on the 
Quebec line steamship Parima. We were 
caught in the terrific hurricane of October 
8-9, when about 380 miles off the island of 
St. Thomas, and the ship was blown 150 
miles off her course. The wind was blow- 
ing 135 miles per hour and our ship was 
given a terrible buffeting by the sea and 
wind, our wireless, all the skylights, part of 
the bridge, the after deck cabin being car- 
ried away, and the dining saloon was over 
knee deep in water. A number of women 
and children were badly bruised and two of 
the ship’s crew severely injured. None of 
us ever expected to see land again and we 
were given up for lost when a Danish war- 
ship at St. Thomas lost connection with our 
wireless when it was blown away. 

We reached St. Thomas three days late 
and found that island a total wreck, many 
houses being blown down completely, and all 
the shipping in the harbor was fast aground, 
including two large German steamers 
which are interned there. The streets were 
almost impassable and two immense steel 
cranes, the property of the West India Coal- 
ing company, used for coaling ships and 


capable of handling 100 tons of coal each, 
daily, were a complete wreck, good only for 
scrap. The little Island of Tortola, near by, 


was almost buried in the sea and a large, 


number of persons were killed. 
I also visited the islands of Antigna, St.

St. Lucia is stationed a battalion of Royal 
Canadian artillery, a fine body of young fel- 
lows and very anxious to get back home. 
Also stopped at Barvados, St. Vincent and 
Grenada, all belonging to Great Britain.

They did 
not keep their opinions to themselves, 
either, but frequently expressed them 
to the voungster himself, who became 
a constant target for abuse, all of 
which he took without remonstratings. 

A muffed fly ball that lost a bitterly 
contested extra inning game was what 
started the recruit on the road to suc- 
cess. The manager of the club knew 
that the youngster would be in for a 
fine roasting when he entered the club 
house, and he decided that the time had 
come for taking drastic action. Instead 
of leaving the bench at the conclusion 
of the game he waited for the plavers 
to come back, and calling the young- 
ater aside, addressed him about as fol- 
lows, “cuss words” being omitted. 


Manager Gave Him a Chance; 
The Player Made It Good. 


“Your teammates insist you are ‘yel- 
low.’

THE FIRST GOLF CLUB IN AMERICA 
Proof That the Game Was Played Near Savannah Over a Hundred Years Ago 
By WILLIAM HARDEN, of the Georgia Historical Society 


Editor’s Note—The article below will 
appear in the January issue of Vanity 
Fair, which will be out shortly, The 
Constitution reprinting same through 
the courtesy of the managing editor of 
Vanity Fair. 


There has recently been so muck 
heated discussion as to when golf was 
first played in America, that I have 
been making a pretty thorough in- 
vestigation of historical records to 
Support the contention that the city of 
Savannah was the first town in Ameri- 
ca to boast of a properly constituted 
golf club. 

As will be seen by a glance at the re- 
production of an invitation to a golf 
club ball—shown on this page—the 
game of golf had gained a considerable 
headway in Georgia as far back as the 
year 1811. Savannah, at that. time, 
contained not over 12,000 inhabitants, 
but, small as it was, it paid a good 
deal of attention to sports, and to so- 
cial and fashionable matters. It is to 
be regretted more care was not taken 
to preserve evidences of Savannah’s 
early social diversions, but it is for- 
tunate that Miss Eliza Johnston, one 
of the participants in many of them, 
was careful to secrete one of her most 
highly prized invitations between the 
leaves of her family Bible, thus help- 
ing golfing enthusiasts to learn some- 
thing of the city’s devotion to the 
@ame over a century ago. The invita- 
tion was a request to attend a ball 
given by the Savannah Golf club and 
is reproduced upon this page. 

This invitation, which I first saw 
nearly thirty years ago, is now in the 
possession of a granddaughter of the 
very Miss Eliza Johnston to whom it 
was addressed. The owner of it, while 
valuing it as a curiosity, never dream- 
ed that it would ever be valuable in 
establishing the claim of Savannah to 
be the first golfing center 1n America 


In case any doubt may be felt as to 
the genuineness of the invitation, it 
is in order to snow. that positive evi- 
dence, recently umeartnea, tends to 
prove that the invitation is entirely 
genuine, and that a golf club wes ac- 
tually in operation in or near the city 
of Savannah in the year 1811. 

There are two chief periods in the 
history of the game of golf in Ameri- 
ca; first, the so-called mythical period, 
or the years before 1880; and, second, 
the period beginning with the opening 
of the golf clubs at St. Andrews anda 
Shinnecock (Southampton). This ar- 
ticle has only to do with the first of 
those periods, that which has always 
been looked upon as purely legendary 
and without foundation in historica 
fact. The object of the article is to 
show that the legendary period really 
ended about seventy years earlier than 
is commonly supposed. 

In 1811 there were only two newspa- 
pers published in Savannah. One was 
called The Columbian Museum and Sa- 
vannah Advertiser and the other The 
Republican and Savannah Evening 
Ledger. With the purpose in view of 
ascertaining whether any printed men- 
tion of the club was made by the press 
of the town, the writer of this article, 
pursuant to a request by the editor of

A few words relating to the 
of the Exchange may not be out of 
place. The suggestion that such a 
building be erected was first made on 
August 18, 1795, by William Stephens, 
then the mayor of the ecity. A joint 
stock company was organized, and the 
city took twenty-five shares of the 
stock. The plans were drawn by a 
Mr. Boucher, and the cornerstone was 
laid on June 5, 1799. The city bought 
up the stock, which was offered for 
sale from time to time, until it finally 
owned the Exchange, in toto. The 
building was used for public meetings 
festivals and social gatherings; its 
“long room,” as it was called, serv- 
ing for such purposes for many years 
A few years ago this old landmark was 
torn down to make a place for the 
present city hall. 

Miss Eliza Johnston was one of the 
belles of Savannah inthe days when the 
Exchange was the scene of so many 
balls and dinner parties. She was the 
daughter of Colonel James Johnston,

one of the leading citizens of Savan- } 


nah, who had held many positions of 
honor and trust. He was a merchant. 
colonel of the First regiment of Geor- 
gia Volunteers and a trustee of..the 
Exchange from 1804 to 1810. He mar- 
ried Ann Marion Houstoun, daughter 
of Sir George Houstoun, baronet. The 
father of Sir George was Sir Patrick 
Houstoun, baronet, who was president 
of his.majesty’s council of Georgia in 
1754. 
Miss Fliza Johnston did not long re- 
main single, after the golf club ball. 
Could it possibly be that the dance in 
question was the occasion of her ac- 
ceptance of Mr. James Morriscn, who 
is spoken of in the following notice, 
from The Columbian Museum and Sa- 
vannah Advertiser, of Thursday, April 
30, 1812: ‘“‘Married, on Thursday even- 
ing, the 23d instant, by the Rev. Mr. 
Kollock, James Morrison, Esq., to the 


amiable Miss Eliza Johnston, of this 
city.” 

Judging from a picture of this es- 
timable lady, made in her old age and 
viewed. by the writer a month or so 
before the appearance of this article, 
she must have been a woman of rare 
beauty. 

It is a pity that no list of the mem- 
bers of the Savannah Golf club has 
as yet been discovered. We have only 
the names of the treasurer and of the 
committee, or managers. It is a re- 
markable fact that all of these gentle- 
men were Scotchmen. The managers 
were likewise men of great promi- 
nence in the life of Savannah. Mr. 
George Woodruff was a merchant, of 
the firm of Woodruff & Brant, and, in 
1809, was the treasurer of the Chat- 
ham academy, an educational institu- 
tion chartered in 1788. He was an al- 
derman of the city of Savannah in 
1803. Mr. Robert Mackay was also a 
merchant of prominence. He was for 
a long time a member of the firm of 
Mein & Mackay. He married Miss 
Eliza McQueen, daughter of Mr. John 
McQueen, January 30, 1800. Their de- 
scendants are prominent people in Sa- 
vannah today. John Caig was in busi- 
ness with R. Mitchel, using the firm 
name of J. Caig and R. Mitchel. Mr. 
Caig was a commissioner of the Plant- 
ers’ Bank of the State of Georgia, in 
1811. He died in 1815. James Dickson 
died in 1835, and left no will, and no 
heirs. Administration papers show that 
no property went into the hands of 
the administrator. By a curious co- 
incidence Mr. Dickson gave a receipt 
to the representatives of the estate of 
John Caig, the gentleman mentioned 
above. 

It must be borne in mind that in the 
days of which we are writing, news- 
papers seldom commented on sports or 
social functions. Even in the matter 
of the assembly balls, although adver- 
tisements of them were printed in the 
papers, nothing was ever said of them 
editorially. Considering all the evi- 
dence, then, it cannot be doubted that 
residents of Savannah played golf over 
a century ago, and that, in the absence 
of any testimony to the contrary, Sa-« 
vannah can fairly claim the honor of 
being the first place in this country 
that could boast of possessing a regu- 
larly organized golf club.

In this great and glorious 
of ours—the land of the free 
home of the brave—there are twenty-

Ten years ago there were 
a couple and today we have twenty- 
seven—and additions every year. There 
are no failures in trapshooting. 

Leagues come and go in baseball; 
when the people do not turn out the 
leagues “blow,” but once organized a 
trapshooting league sticks forever. 
Reason: It is not a proxy sport. Every 
contestant is interested; it is something 
he can do. It is a sport in which you 
do not have to watch some one else 

lay, and more and more is baseball 

eing crippled because of this. Peo- 
ple are now taking to games in which 
they can play themselves. 

In these twenty-seven trapshooting 
leagues there are at least 
000 trapshooters. That is a conserva- 
tive estimate. The Philadelphia Trap- 
shooters’ league has ten clubs in and 
about Philadelphia on its rolls and a 
membership of more than 2,000. These

But an assertion five years ago that 
there would be more than 600,000 trap- 
shooters and 4,000 gun clubs today 
would have brought a smile at that 
time, yet they are here with us and 
the fraternity is being augmented 
every day.

Neither side 
is able to win a crushing victory as 
to compel the other side to sue for 
peace. The war inflicts untold injuries 
upon the nations, but such injuries 
as to make a continuance of the fight- 
ing impossible. 

Situation Intolerable. 

“The allied governments have not had 
the courage to acknowledge publicly 
what they cannot deny in private, that 
the hope of a sweeping victory is one 
which can now scarcely be entertained, 
For want of this courage they are pre- 
pared to involve Europe in the horrors 
of a continuance of the war 
for another two or three years. 
situation is intolerable to every hu- 
mane man. You, sir, can put an end 
to it. Your power constitutes an op- 
portunity and ae responsibility, and 
from your previous actions I feel con- 
fident that you will use your power 
with a degree of wisdom and humanity 
rarely to be found among statesmen. 

“Everywhere friends of peace are 
met with the diabolical argument that 
the brave men who have died must not 
have shed their blood in vain. And so 
every impulse of mercy toward the 
soldiers who are still living is dried 
up and withered by a false and bar- 
ren loyalty to those who are past our 
help. Even the men hitherto retained 
for making munitions, for dock labor 
and for other purposes essential to the 
prosecution of the war are gradually 
beimg drafted into the armies and re- 
placed by women, with the _ sinister 
threat of colored labor in the back- 
ground. There is a very real danger 
that, if nothing is done to check the 
fury of the national passion, European 
civilization as we have known it will 
perish as completely as it perished 
when Rome fell before barbarians. 


Universal Desire for Peace. 


“From considerable personal expe- 
rience, reinforced by all that I can 
learn from others, I believe that the 
desire for peace is almost universal, 
not only among the _ soldiers, but 
the wage-earning classes, 
and especially in industrial districts, 
in spite of high wages and steady em- 
ployment. If a plebiscite of the nation 
were taken on the question whether 
negotiations should be initiated, I am 
confident that an 
jority would be in favor of this course, 
and that the same is true of France, 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. 

“The United States government has 
the power not only to compel the Eu- 
ropean governments to make peace, but 
also to reassure the populations by 
making itself the guarantor of the 
peace. Such action, even if it were re- 
sented by the governments, would be 
hailed with joy by the populations,” 


Washington, December 23.—The spe- 
cial committee of the American Neu- 
tral Conference committee found Presi- 
dent Wilson out today when they call- 
ed to present a letter from Bertrand 
Russell, the British pacifist, appealin 
to him to end the war. It was left 
with Secretary Tumulty.

Paris, December 23.—The only refer- 
ence to President Wilson’s note at the 
public sitting of the chamber of depu- 
ties. was made by-Deputy Renaudel, 
who expressed the belief that it would 
compel Germany to tell plainly her 
war aims. Deputy Renaudel announced 
that the socialist party would vote for 
the appropriations for the first six 
months of 1917, which were subse- 
quently passed. He said: 

“Today the president of the United 
States asks the belligerents to make 
known their views as to the object of 
the war. We do not wish to judge his 
intention. We only wish to see this 
-——neutrals guided we believe by a con- 
cern for justice and right, helping to 
obtain more light. Our enemies can no 


i longer now keep making halting state- 


ments. They mu'st speak out eer y- 
We do not fear that they can trouble 
the minds of the soldiers of the re- 
public, who, to win back peace, have 
covered their country with glory. Let 
our governments make known to the 
whole world that the allied peoples, 
always wishful for peace and never 
afraid of war, are ready to accept any 
solution which, having repaired the 
injustice of force, shall organize the na- 
tions for the salvation of civilization 
and the free development of humanity.” 

In the lobbies President Wilson’s 
note was the subject of all the con* 
ference among the deputies who, with- 
out exception, agreed in paying homage 
to the sentiments which inspired Presi- 
dent Wilson to take his step, ‘but ex- 
pressed unanimously the opinion that 
his suggestion could not have the re- 
sult he expects from it—the estab- 
lishment of a lasting peace. The views 
“id the members are ie substance as fol- 
ows: 

“The French nation appreciates the 
loyal friendship of the people of the 
United States, the two countries hav- 
ing a common ideal of justice and lib- 
erty. It is in defense of this ideal that 
France has gone through a war which 
she did everything to avoid, as it can- 
not be denied, in their view, that if 
in 1914 she took up arms it was be- 
cause she was forced to do so to de- 
fend herself. Until the last moment, 
in agreement with" England and Rus- 
‘sia, she made desperate endeavors to 
maintain peace. All the proposals 
made with that object in view were 
systematically rejected by the central 
empires. France entered the strug- 
gle in spite .of herself,.animated by 
no spirit of conquest and no @esire 
for domination, while her enemies. 
France considers, made no secret of 
their plans for rapine and devastation. 
The methods of warfare of the enemies 
of France, from which neutrals also 
have suffered, are declared to have 
fortified the resolution of France so 
to act that a repetition of such calami- 
ties shall be impossible. It is to as- 
sure the incontestable enjoyment of 
her right to live that France is fight- 
ing and will continue to fight.” 

The deputies declare that it is only 
when those obiects have been ade- 
quately attained for which they are 
ready to make fresh sacrifices—that 
attention can be turned to the consti- 
tution of an ideal Europe and that it 
is the duty of the entente to demand 
formal guarantees to this end and the 
assurance that they will be respected. 


MOTION PICTURE FILMS 
ADMITTED TO MAILS 


Washington, December 23.—Motion 
picture films are admitted to the mails 
by an order today of the postoffice de- 
partment effective January 1. Films 
will go under regular parcel post rates, 
but stringent regulations governing 
packing have een adopted. They must 
be shipped otitside mail bags, enclosed 
in metal cases and spark-proof boxes 
having a label with a warning to keep 
fire and lights away.

Legislatures Will Consider 
Highway and Traffic Laws 


Every state legislature in the United 
States during 1917 will, according to a 
statement made’ Saturday by Addison 
M. O'’Flint, managing director of the 
Georgia State Automobile association, 
in one way or another consider two 
vitally important subjects—one bearing 
directly upon highway building and 
maintenance, and the other relating to 
regulation of vehicle traffic over the 
roads of the-nation. 

“One phase of the situation,” said 
Mr. O’Flint, “is the practicability and 
the unanimous desire upon the part of 
the various’ states, in eatablishing 
traveling connections with adjoining 
states; as nearly as possible connect- 
ing. with our main thoroughfares from 
east to west and north to south; for it 
is now realized that commerce and so- 
cial relations do not stop at the bound- 
ary lines of various states. In the last 
two years there has been a little over 
100 per cent increase in tours from 
west to the east, and an increase from 
east to west of nearly 60 per cent. 

“The association’s headquarters has 
had numerous calls during the last 
week from tourists from various parts 
of the United States, and one or two 
from Canada, motoring to Florida, and 
it is now time that we, the people of 
Georgia, should get busy and get a 
practical road down this line and have 
our main thoroughfares and highways 
sign-posted, which is the particular ob- 


jection that the northern tourist has 
against us today. ' 

“In a recent report it is shown that 
in 2,452,000 miles of public roads in the 
United States, outside the limits of the 
incorporated towns and cities, only 
*77,.000 miles, or 11.3 per cent, are im- 
proved with some form surfacing, 
and this rete is growing at about 16,000 
miles per year. The growth is largely 
due to the fact that the various states 
are establishing state highway depart- 
ments. The first successful agency of 
this description was established in the 
United States in 1891, and today a siate 
highway department has been estabd- 
lished—or a tentative one—in ev*ry 
state except Indiana, South Carolina 
and Texas. 

“Of course, this is due to the motor 
traffic, and now the travel is getting 
so heavy it has become necessary fo! 
the people in the various states to real- 
ize that good roads are much a 
public necessity as the railroads. When 
we do accomplish tle end desired it 
will not only aid the motorist, but it 
will aid the farmer to an even greater 
extent. First, it will enable him to 
haul his produce to the city market age 
a minimum cost, saving him time and 
labor. This is one of the things that 
the Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion assumes as its gZreatest obliga- 
tion; that is, to bring the producer in 
closer touch with the consumer, and in

“Generally speaking,-all winter trou- 
bles of storage batteries comes from 
taking current out faster than the 
generator can put it back,” says Al C. 
Hyser, district manager of the Wil- 
lard Storage Battery Co., 8-i0@ East 
Cain street. During this season there 
is a particularly heavy drain on the 
battery for power to 
ines and supply light for early even- 
ngs and early morning driving. At 
the same time the short distances 
driven give the generator little chance 
to charge the battery. 

e first step in the ‘prevention of 
trouble is to make frequent tests of the 
battery with a hydrometer syringe and 
if the owner sees that the readings are 
falling below 1.275 to take the battery 
out immediately and have it cnarged at 
the service station. 

This keeping of the battery fully 
charged not only insures the motorist 
power enough for all his needs, but is 
also insuring him against the battery’s 
freezing, for although a discharged bat- 
tery will freeze at 20 degrees above 
zero, a fully charged battery may be 
said to be non-freezing. 

The motorist, of course, should help 
his battery by priming the engine in 
the morning and using economy in the

For by One Agency or An- 
other, He Says. 


Nearly everybody in Atlanta in need 
at the Christmas season has been pro- 
vided for by one agency or another, as 
the result of co-operation of charitable 
bodies, according to a report just made 
by Joseph C. Logan, of the Associated 
Charities. He says: 

We have closed an extremely busy week 
with the knowledge that pretty nearly 
everybody in need in Atlanta has been pro- 
vided with Christmas by one or’ another 
agency. Nine hundred and thirty-four dif- 
ferent families are known to have been thus 
provided for. 

The Associated Charities’ part has been 
comparatively small, covering perhaps 150 
families that werejinot included in any gen- 
eral distribution a to whom we were able 
to direct private’ givers who asked for 
some one to help. 

Money Is Secured. 

‘This morning there remained twenty- 
one families unprovided for in one of our 
districts and the agent secured a special 
gift of $75 to provide for these. So few 


‘remained unprovided for because there has 
| been better co-operation this Christmas than 


ever before. What would otherwise have 
caused duplication and over-provision has 
been in many cases directed by this co- 
operation to those who would haye received 
nothing at all. 

For instance, over thirty baskets were re- 
directed upon checking one list alone. Hav- 
ing the information from all agencies con- 
solidated in one office, certainly gives us 
all very satisfactory Knowledge about what 
we are doing. 

While the Associated Charities has been 
busy with special Christmas undertakings 
our regular work has been going on just 
the same. One woman whom this has 
made happy came for help in getting her 
husband out of jail in another county. He 
had been rearrested last week on an old

To every pupil in the Bartow County Rural High school and the Cass 
Station Model school that we read about today, a merry Christmas! May 
some of the beauty and the charm and the joy of Christmas find their way 
into every home and heart. Once a year is seldom enough to extend good 
wishes to all brave and busy girls and boys. And merry Christmas to Mrs. 
M. L. Johnson, the capable, modest director of Cass Station Model school! 

This school derived its name—Massachusetts-Georgia Federation Model 
school—from the interest manifested in it by the Massachusetts Federation 
of Women's clubs. It gave $1,000 to establish the industrial branches in the 
school already started, and furnished the salary fora teacher for a number 
of years. Later, the money for that department came from the Georgia feder- 
ation; afterward from different clubs and individuals. For a few years, for 
lack of sufficient money, there has not been a teacher for the industrial 
branches. Instead of the three teachers needed, there are only two, and both 
have classes im industrial work—teaching, cooking, sewing, wood work, ete. 
Thus the good work is continued. 

Mrs. A. QO. Granger was president of the Georgia federation when the 
school began the eorrelation of the work, and has done much personally for 
the school. This“was the first sehool in the state to have a “school fair,” in- 
viting nearby schools to exhibit in 1902. , 

The first school in Bartow county to set apart and furnish a school library. 

The first sehoel in the county to put up “playground apparatus.” 

Uncle Remus’ birthday was celebrated here in 1903. Perhaps the firat 
school anywhere to do so. 

Here the firat canning demonstration in the state was held by an agent 
of the United States department of agriculture. 

This is the only school in Georgia that has entertained the State Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs at a spend-the-day party. ‘She federation waa called 
to order for a meeting at the school. A special train carried the members of 
the federation and their guests from and back te Cartersville, where the 
annual meeting was being held. Many distinguished women were present, 
among them officers of the General federation. 

This, the only school to entertain a district federation in annual session, 
during the presidency of Mrs. Claude Irby. 

The first school in the state to receive help from the first rural super- 
visor—under Peabody fund—the capable helper, Mr. R. D. Powell, now 
president of the State Normal! school in Valdosta. 

The first school in the seventh district to become a atandard school, 

The school has received first prize at a number of school faira held 
in the county; also many special prizes. Pupils won first and second prizes 
in canning club and corn show contests. So to all, Merry Christmas! 

Bartow county, seventh district, had the first superviaing teacher in the 
state employed by a county board of education—later, also, became assistant 
to county superintendent of education. 

The first school for adults in Georgia was conducted at Macedonia by 
Miss Crooks. Mr. Henry Milam, county superintendent, was firat to mau 
gurate a summer school for teachers, lasting one month, school held annually. 
Miss Parrish and Mr. R. H. Powell were the first teachers. 

This county entertained the first district corn ahow held in the atate, 
which was managed by Mr. Milam and Dr. Bradford, atate agent. 

Mr. Milam was among the first to grade the schoola according to atate 
standard; also to hold county commencements. He was the firat auperin- | 
tendent to organize a county high school in Georgia. 

All these tokens of friendship and good will fram those in the seventh 
district who are contributing so freely to the distinction and pregress of our 
Federation and state, are very interesting and very much appreciated. 

Such responses are convincing signs of loyalty, and let's have them, 
from every district. 

Merry Christmas to the third district that next gives the aign! If we 
keep our agreement to run an open page, filled with eontributions from open 
hearts all the year round, we will have a perpetual Chriatmas—a perpetual 
spirit of good will that will be like the tree of life that St. John saw “That bare 
twelve manner of fruits and yielded her fruit every manth, and the leaves of 
the tree were for the healing of the nations.’

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Conservation of Birds 
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The stimulation of interest in bird life and the inerease and protection 
of our local wild birds should have the serious attention of the club women 
of Georgia. Birds will do more to help us fight the boll weevil than we can 
possibly do ourselves, for it has been estimated that they eat 60,000 bushels 
vf insects a day in Georgia. 

Entomologists have estimated that insects yearly cause a loss of upwards 
of $700,000,000 to the agricultural interests of the United States and were it 
not for our birds the loss would be very much greater, indeed it ia believed 
that without our feathered friends successful agriculture would be impos- 
sible. A knowledge of the birds that protect our crops is, therefore, very 
important. The yearly value of a quail or a meadow lark in a 10-acre field 
of cotton, corn or wheat ig reckoned by experts as $5. The Georgia quail, 
or Bob White, feeds upon cotton boll weevils, army worma, potato bugs, grass- 
hoppers and many other objectionable insects. Such seed as they eat are 
largely those of harmful weeds. The young feed almost entirely upon insects, 
and will eat more than its weight in bugs in one day. The boll weevil leaves 
the cotton stalks in the fall and spends the winter under leaves or trash, and 

this is the time they are an easy prey to the quail. If the quail can be pro- 
tected and become numerous and fearless it will be the most useful assistant 
to the farmers. 

Two grosbeaks have been seen to make 450 trips to their nest in a day, 
carrying two or more larvae at a time, Sixty-eight cotton boll weevils were 
found in the crop of a bank swallow; a grackle had eaten at ane meal 100 
cotton boll worms. Chickadees, martins and all of the warbler family are 
great insect eaters, and Professor Tschudi estimates the diet of a sOng spar- 
row at 1,500 larvae a day. 


Every effort should be made to increase the number of our useful birds 
by protecting them from their enemies by providing nesting facilities and by

But the time is fast coming 
when: he will be glain, and I belleve 
the coming generation of § cehildren, 
being taught as never before the prin- 
ciples of right living, self-contre! and 
self-respect. will demand and obtain 
protection from the social leper. We 
would earnestly beg all citizens who 
believe that the virtue of our women 
and the purity of our homes is the 
chief cornerstone in our republic, to 
help in every way to bring this to 
pass. 

In 1905 there was organized in Chi- 
cago a bostaty under the name of the 
Legal Aid society. The dhijects are: 

First: To assist in securing legal 
protection against injustice for those 
who are unable to protect themselves. 

Second: To take ecogniganee of the 
workings of existing laws and methods 
of procedure. 

Third: To propose new and hetter 
laws and to make efforts towards se- 
curing their enaetment. 

“Justice is even greater than philan- 
thropy.” This organization has done 
great good.

A Pioneer School. 


The Cass Station Model school was 
organised in 1903. It was an effort on 
the part of the forward-looking people 
of the cemmunity to make the school 
touch the lives of those it served. The 
scheel was fostered by the Women’s 
clubs ef the state, the Massachusetts 
federation, the (Cherokee club, of Car- 
tersville, and the county board of edu- 
cation. The loeal community was very 
much interested in the school. Mrs. 
M. L. Johnsen was the guiding hand in 
the school's development. 

The Model sehaol has had a great in- 
fluence upon the sehools of the coun- 
ty. It hag set the pace for the other 
schools te follow.

Samuel Tate, of Tate, Ga., one of Georgia’s most distinguished citizens, 
has, in a gift of $50,000 and 5,000 acres of land, made possible one of the 
most practical and ideal schemes yet initiated for the right development of 
the mountain people of the central south. 

The scheme is known as the Tate Educational Enterprise and is incor- 


porated. The trustees are Samuel Tate, R. G. Guinn, H. M. McCord, Thomas 


K, Glenn, J. Carrol Payne, W. W. Thomson, W. W. Orr, J. W. Morton, Mrs. 
Frederick Hodgson and Miss Isma Dooly, all of Atlanta. 

John Reis, son of the late Jacob Reis, writer, scholar and philanthropist, 
is the executive officer of the enterprise, and is directing a work of develop- 
ment among a large element of mountain people which is bringing practical 
results at once, and now presents a story of thrilling human interest. 

Mr. Tate made his patriotic and generous gift nearly five years ago. The 
five thousand acres of land cover one body in Pickens and Dawson counties, 
and is topographically laid out, every elevation, every grade, every road, 
now a part of the plan of development, which will call to participate in the 
enterprise every man, woman and child in that district of the mountains. 

Even before definite plans were formulated Mr. Tate personally initiated 
the work of good roads building, and the roads in that section of mountainous 
Georgia were the first of the kind built in the state, and have turned primitive 
mountain trails into roads over which the mountaineer may begin his march 


for a better civilization. 


The trustees, mindful of the great value of Mr. Tate’s gift, and mindful

MANY ADDITIONS 
TO MR. TATE’S GIFT. 

The board of trustees have ‘ssupple- 
mented the annual gift of Mr. Tate for 
work of initiation. Recent reports 
show that Mr. Reis has sounded the 
cry in the wilderness and found a re- 
sponse so ready that the new year will 
bring that section of Georgia a 
veritable new life, and the beginning 
of a progress among a formerly neg- 
lected people, which will place them, be- 
fore this generation has passed, into 
the first ranks of citizenship. 

Mr. Reis came down from the moun- 
tains the other day to buy Christmas 
presents for about 65 children, and he 
allotted himself $5 for the pur- 
chases. The articles were to be showy 
and noisy. He became 'so interested in 
the purchases that he allowed himself 
to become extravagant and he paid 
$5.65 for the gifts. 

But there is to be a wonderful gift 
for the whole community! A noisy gift, 
too, and one that will sound the wel- 
kin of community life in the mountains 
Christmas day. A bel! on top of the 
community house which the people 
have built with their own hands will 
call them together to talk of plans for 
the new year. 

it was construction day the idea of 
the bell first developed. For many 
weeks Mr. Rei's and the mountain peo- 
ple had worked together clearing the 
site for the first building. They dug 
the necessary foundation, and every 
piece of lumber, every shingle was on 
the ground before the actual construc- 
tion begwan. Mr. Reis had drawn and 
exhibited the plans to all who desired 
to see them, and he had drawn plans 
for other buildings, and a silo had been 
built, so that all the industrious in the 
community would have ‘somewhere to 
protect whatever they had. 

Before construction day, two weeks 
azo, Mr. Reis had the promise of one 
day’s labor from every mountain man 
with whom he had come in contact. The 
first day 20 responded for the day, and 
cold and disagreeable as it was, they 
worked steadily and with great inter- 
They brought what tools they had 
and before the day was half over 
planned to come whenever a day’s 
labor could be given. 

One man expressed disappointment 
that he could not come the next day, 
but he had to go to the nearest store, 
eight miles away, for flour. There was 
none at home. Then man after man ex- 
plained that he, too, would have to take 
a day off and walk the same distance 
for his flour. 
COMMUNITY 
BUYING. 

At noon time Mr. 
workers with him to his shack and 
made them a cup of coffee. The sub- 
wet of the flour arose again, and it was 
discovered that in the number there 
and the families for whom tkey had to 
purchase, 2,000 pounds of flour were 
needed. For each man to go after his 
own flour meant the loss of 20 days’ 
labor from the construction of the new 
house, in which they were interested. 
Mr. Reis then offered to go and make 
the entire purchase—the 2,000 pounds— 
and assured his friends that by getting 
that large quantity he could get it for 
a certain per cent off. This was agreed 
and the incident ofthe bell was first 
mentioned when the question arose as 
to how the men were to know when the 
load of flour arrived, and when they 
were to (ome and get it.

“But the desire for the bell was the 
first community interest expressed, and 
I made up my mind that we should 
have one,” said Mr. Reis, talking of the 
mountain work on his recent visit to 
Atlanta. “T had recalled seeing at 
Marblehead an old engine, sidetracked 
near the marble works there, and it 
was apparently out of use. I took sev- 


eral of the men down there with me 
one day, and after some inquiry found 
that I could get the bell without diffi- 
culty, but it had no clapper. 

“Where is the clapper?’ I asked one 
of the natives. 

“He replied rather vaguely that the 
women of the settlement had taken the 
clapper from the bell and hidden it. 
Further inquiry developed the fact that 
the engine bell had been used on cer- 
tain evenings of the week to announce, 
some time ago, the arrival of a certain 
train upon which supplies came for the 
consumption of the masculine element of 
the community. ‘The evening the. bell 
rang there was not the same law and 
order in the settlement, and the women 
determined that they would do what! 
they could to make the assembling at 
the curfew more difficult. 

“When I made known the fact that I 
would remove the bell from further 
trouble I managed to find the clapper, 
and that is the bell that will hang in 
the belfry of our first building.” 

“On the next building day the wom- 
en are to come, too, and talk over «heir 
plans together,’’ explained Mr. Reis 
further. ‘TI shall try to have regular 
construction days and see what the de- 
sires of the people are. I know what 
they need, and the problem is going to 
be to work the needs and the desires 
together. 

The first building, or community 
house, will answer the purpose of the 
schoolhouse. There is to be a large 
kitchen attached. 

TO TEACH 
LIVING. 

“The kitchen for the domestic 
science lesson which must commence 
next spring. The need for better cook- 
ing is a most woeful one. Our kitchen 
will swing the women to our. side 
quicker than anything else and with- 
out them we can do nothing. One 
woman said to me last Thursday: ‘I 
think your idee to have a kitchen in 
the back departure of the school is. 
just fine!’ 

“The selection of a teacher is going 
to be the big task. She must be much 
more than teacher to win her way into 
their confidence. 

“The only woman I ever knew who 
had all the gifts this mountain math- 
ers friend should have, was my moth- 
er, and she found happiness in mak- 
ing others happy. It was the secret 
of her life. But I suppose every man 
feels that way about his mother. 

“In this community house I wish 
to have periodical meetings, indoors in 
winter, outdoors in summer, always 
with a little program, music by local 
talent, open discussions of some phase 
of their life, followed by a light lunch 
served by the women.

THE WAY TO GIVE 


_ Nobody would stay for a moment the generous hand that 
would give wherever and whenever the appeal is made; but 
sometimes the gift goes in the wrong direction. As there are a 
great many individuals in need, it would seem a pity for one cent 
to go astray. 


Therefore, why not give through regular organized channels;

institutions is the most rational mode. 


The other day a young woman went into an office building 
and, entering a large office, distributed cards on the desks of 
the various employees, the cards asking, “Please help me; my 
mother is ill.” 


The head of the department asked for her name and address. 
and what the trouble was, that he might the more directly aid 
her. But she was aggrieved that any questions were asked; she 
collected her cards without giving any further information, and 
left. Such a case could hardly have been a worthy one! 


Another woman begging in an office claimed she needed 
money to pay her rent. She gave her name. A member of the 
Associated Charities ‘phoned one of the staff to come over and 
investigate the case. The woman, taken unawares, ‘had to ac- 
knowledge she had given the wrong name. The Charities had 
her case on record. Her rent had been paid. She had been given 
fuel and food; but when work was offered to her, she had refused 
to do it. The case was not a worthy one, yet had not the inter- 
ested person investigated upon the moment the woman would 
have collected funds which could have been diverted to one more 
worthy. 

No one could begrudge the nickels and dimes given the shiv- 
ering little ones who want Christmas cheer as well as comfort, 
and the coins handed without question to the man who looks 
down and out, or the woman worn and: sad; but when it comes 
to gifts of significant proportion, the best way to do is to recog- 
nize the institutions the city and the city’s good citizens are sup- 
porting, and refer the case to the Associated Charities.

Miss Berrien believes unreservedly in 
the “rights” of women, but she. be- 
lieves that they must work to qualify 
for their rights. Political rights, she 
believes to be but a part of the system 
which should govern their careers, 
especially those of wage-earning wom- 
en. She believes efficiency should gov- 
ern wage, regardless of sex, and that 
women should work more co-operative- 
ly for equal wage and equal considera- 
tion in every phase of woman’s labor, 
whether it is professional, in business 
or in actual labor. 

She believes that when they qualify 
for a position of directorship thev 
should receive the appointment, and 
that ability should always be the stand- 
ard mark. 

In discussing the attitude of the gov- 
ernment in this direction, Miss Berrien 
explained that there was so far oniv 
one woman at the head of any govern- 
ment department, that in the case of 
Miss Julia Lathrop, head of the child's ' 
bureau in the United States depart- 
ment of labor. 

“I have heard that there is going to 
be a department to be devoted to the 
labor interest of women in the labor 
department, and that a woman will be 
put at the head of that department.” 

That would seem just, i observed, 
but Miss Berrien was not enthusiastic. 

“For I believe that men and women 
as laborers should be dealt with alike,” 
said Miss Berrien. 

“If they work equal hours they should 
receive equal pay. As to welfare condi- 
tions surrounding them, men should 
have as much consideration as women, 
and it is only when the subject of the 
man and woman co-laborers are consid- 
ered in this way that they will have 
equal justice. 

Miss Berrien is hopeful that woman 
suffrage will come finally through na- 
tional enactment. She believes that is 
the logical way. 

“Was it not a mistake for women to 
align themselves with any political 
party before they actually acquired the 
vote?” I asked her 
, But Miss Berrien on this subject had 
the opposite viewpoint. She believed 
it was well for women to study the 
parties, express their choice, and in 
that way show the value of their or- 
ganized influence, proving that thelr 
participation should be a factor be 
desired. 

Miss Berrien is a student of politics 
as well as of the law, and states that 
nothing ever gave her keener enjoy- 
ment than her attendance upon the 
democratic convention in Baltimore 
when Woodrow Wilson received the 
nomination the first time.

To hear the modern thinkers talk is 

to understand that there is no splendor and 

there is a world of misery and awfulness 
in war. 

Reams have been written over the ghust- 
liness of the European war. No epic writ- 
ers today describe the thrill and sweep of 
martial conflict. “Glory” has been stricken 
from the vocabulary of the war writers afid 
“hellish” has taken its place. 

But on top of this universal commisera- 
tion comes the breath of magnificent ro- 
mance, the hint of splendid dreams. 

The peace that shall come may re-create 
the storied empire of Byzantium. 

Diplomatie suggestions have indicated 
that the powers may have to agree upon 
such a course: The allies insist that the 
Balkan states, at least such of them as 
have been ‘friendly to the anti-Teutonic 
cause, shall be free from the peril of Turk- 
ish usurpation. Russia is determined to 
have Constantinople and thus reach the 
warm waters of the Mediterranean. Yet 
the central powers will never agree to Rus- 
sia’s absorption of Turkey. 


Once the Largest Empire. 


so thoughtful men have proposed that 
the Byzantine Empire. dead and almost 
forgotten in medieval darkness. be revived 
und established under joint control of the 
powers to act as a buffer state between the 
Kast and the West. 

The Byzantine Empire! 

It is a phrase that has become almost a 
dream to the modern world, and yet in its 
time it was the largest and grandest state 
in the world. Onee it joined the mystery 
of the Orient with the might of Rome and 
swaved the world. 

Riches and power and perfume charac- 
terized it. It gleamed with silver and gold. 
and its churches and towers” glowing 
against the blue sky of the Bosporus de- 
lighted the artist as much as its miles of 
bazaars tickled the fancy of the merchant 
or its ranked legions pleased the soldier. It 
could have been bigger than Rome and have 
eclipsed the fame of the Eternal City. but 
instead it succumbed to the spell of the 
Fast. 


Went Way of Babylon. 


lt went the way of Nineveh and Babylon 
after its eventful history, which began 
when the western empire was eclipsed and 
Coustantinople as the seat of the Empire of 
syzantium became the sun of the world. 

Constantine the Great divided the cap- 
ital of his Roman empire by holding court 
in the little Grecian city of Byzantium. He 
selected this town for his headquarters be- 
cause it was the gateway to the Orient. 
Its fortifications commanded entry into the 
Kast and could halt all vessels plying be- 
tween the Black and Mediterranean seas. 
So he decorated it with costly churches and 
palaces and named it after himself, Con- 
stantinople. 


in darkness. For 
fifty years it dab- 
bled and dallied 
with this half-fledged ruler and that until 
Justinian rose in his might and took the 
scepter. It is his name that sticks in the 
memory; he it was who created the since- 
fabled bloom of the Byzantine Empire. But 
it was under him that the seeds of decay 
were sown. 
The story of Theodora, his wife, fllus- 
trates the moral state which resulted in 
the final decomposition of the empire. 


Begins as an Actress. 


The greatest of historians, Gibbon, de- 
scribes her as beginning her life career as 
an actress. He says: “The beauty of 
Theodora was the subject of more flattering 
praise and the source of more flattering de- 
light. Her features were delicate and reg- 
ular; her complexion, though somewhat 
pale, was tinged with natural color; every 
sensation was instantly expressed by the 
vivacity of her eyes; her easy motions dis- 
played the graces of a small but elegant fig- 
ure, and either love or adulation might 
proclaim that painting and poetry were in- 
capable of delineating the matchless excel- 
lence of her form. But this form was de- 
graded by the facility with which it was 
exposed to the public eye and prostituted 
to licentious desire. * * * and when 
she passed through the street her presence 
was avoided by all who wished to escape 
either the scandal or the temptation. The 
satirien! historian. has not blushed to de- 


seribe the naked seenes which Theodor 


was not ashamed to exhibit in the theater. 


“Onee and once only she became a 
mother. The infant was saved and edu- 
cated in Arabia by his father, who im- 
parted to him on his deathbed that he was 
the son of an empress. Filled with am- 
bitious hopes, the unsuspecting youth imme- 
diately hastened to the presence of his 
mother. As he was never more seen, even 
after the decease of Theodora, she deserves 
the foul imputation of extinguishing with 
his life a_secret so offensive to her im- 
perial virtue. 

“Her beauty, assisted by art or accidenf, 
soon attracted, captivated and fixed the 
patrician Justinian. who. had _ already 
reigned (over the Byzantine Empire) under 
the name of his uncle. * * * When his 
first transports had- subsided she still main- 
tained the same ascendant over his mind 
by the more solid merit of temper and un- 
derstanding. Justinian delighted to en- 
noble and enrich the-object of his affection; 
the treasures of the East were poured at 
her feet, and the nephew of Justin was de- 
termined, perhaps by religious scruples, to 
bestow on his coneubine the sacred and 
legal character of- wife.” 


Dancing - Girl on Throne. 


They were married and the dancing 
girl placed upon the throne as a colleague 
of the emperor. Gibbon describes this re- 
markable situation by saying: 

“The woman, who in the presence of in- 
numerable senators had polluted the thea- 
ter of Constantinople was adored as a 
queen in the same city by grave mazgis- 
trates, orthodox bishops, victorious generals 
and captive monarchs.

a dancing girl to be ruler and did 
much to undermine Byzantium. 


pire recedes on all sides from view, * * * 
nor is the loss of external splendor com. 
pensated by the nobler gifts of virtue and 
genins. In the iast moments of her decay 
Constantinople was doubtless more opu- 
lent and poqulous than Athens at her most 
flourishing era, when » scanty sum of 
6,000 talents, or £1,200,000, was pessessed 
by 21,000 male citizens of an adult age. 
But each of these citizens was a freemun 
who dared to assert the liberty of his 
thoughts, words and actions; who exer- 
c‘sed his independent vote in the govern. 
ment of the republic. Their numbers seem 
to be multiplied by the strong and various 
discriminations of character; under the 
shield of freedom on the wings of emula- 
tion ind vanity each Athenian aspired to 
the Jevel of national dignity: from this 
commanding eminence some chosen spirits 
soared beyond the reach of a vulgar eye, 
and the chances of superior merit in a 
great and populous kingdom as they were 
proved by experience would excuse ihe 
computation of imaginary millions. gut 
the subjects of the Byzantine Empire who 
assume and dishonor the names of both 
(,reexs and Romans present a dead uni- 
form of abject vices, which are neither 
softened by the weakness ef humanity 
nor animated by the vigor of memorable 
crimes.” 

The historian points out that the six 
centuries following the death of Heraclius 
were particularly degenerate. 

“If we compute the number and dura- 
tion of the reigns it will be found that a 
period of 600 years is filled by sixty em- 
perors, incinding in the Augustan list some 
female sovereigns. ‘The average proportion 
will allow ten years for each emperor—far 
below the chronological rule of Sir Isaac 
Newton, who from the experience of more 
recent and regular monarchies has defined 
about eighteen or twenty years as the term 
of an ordinary reign. 


Grave Ever Beside Throne. 


“Many were the paths that led to the 
summit of royalty: the fabric of rebeliion 
was overthrown by the stroke of con- 
spiracy or undermined by the arts of in-: 
trigue; the favorites of the soldiers or peo- 
ple, of the senate or clergy. of the women 
and eunuchs, were alternately clothed with 
the purple. The means of their elevation 
were base and their end was often con- 
temptibie or tragic.” 

Such is the most brilliant description of 
Byzantium in its slow death In 1433, 
when the Moslems took Constantinople, the 
empire passed from this earth. Up until 
today no man thought of it but as a vague 
golden dream, but now it seems likely that 
serious steps will be considered toward its 
re-creation. 

Peopled with Armenians and Christian 
sects which have hitherto been harried and 
mauled up and down the length and breadth 
of Islam, it would hold the Turks away 
from the Palkans and the Mediterranean.

HERE is in America at least 

one woman to whom the styles 

do not matter. Stvlés may come 
and styles may go but Baroness 
Else von Freitag leaves them out of 
her calculations aitogether. She is 
her own designer and dressmaker. 
One might say that she dresses as 
she paints, for as an artist this high- 
Iv temperamental woman is a fol- 
lower of the futuristic school. 

seven veHtds ago Baroness von 
Freitag came to America trom Ger- 
many. It was not until she entered 
the art field in New York that she 
began dressing otherwise than in a 
semi-conventional way. In fact she 
seems to have caught her inspiration 
from the riotous colors of the fe- 
turists, and Was seen in some of the 
most marvellous clothes New York 
has ever observed. 

Everything that comes to her 
hands may be turned to a use in her 
art of dress. One electrifying cos- 
lume is trimmed with common meat 
skewers painted in most intricate 
design. Another is ornamented with 
the gilt spiral springs such as one 
Lées if sanging dird cages. Elabor- 
ate beaa work, resembling the wam- 
pumn of the Indians, figures largely 
fa her scheme of decoration. and 
heavy embroideries of futuristic de- 
sign and briiliant colors are made 
from nothing e!se than knitting wool. 
The baroness never throws anything 
away, and the effect in her clothes 
is marvellous. 

“Clothes,” said the baroness in her 
Studio, “should always be a matter 
of inspiration not of one person for 
thousands of different stvle women. 
but of each individual. When one 
follows the styles and makes herself 
a slave to those who invent the fash- 
ions she might just as well be in the 
uniform of an institution as not for 
atl the individuality expressed in her 
garments. The only difference he- 
tween the conventionally dressed 
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persons and the inmates of an instl- 
tution is that the style and texture 
of the garment is changed several 
times a year. While there is little 
expense in charity uniforms there 
is a demand for great outlay of 
money by those who are slaves to 
the fashions and listen to the dic- 
tates of the fashion makers. 

“How often have you heard a wom- 
an say, ‘yes the dress is pretty but 
I cannot wear it, I do not feel right 
in it. What more than an expres- 
sion of that kind does one need to 
show that clothes ought to be made 
fer the individual character? It does 
not matter from what materials 
things are constructed as long as 
they suit the personality of the 
wearer, as long as the colors blend 
harmoniously. 

“Look about you at na- 
ture. It is seldom that the 
landscape presents a pale, 
fade-away pastel appear- 
ance. Flowers are bright 
with color, greens are vivid, 
all colors are bright. Why 
not use them in one’s gar- 
ments? I revel in color, I 
must have color and plenty 
of it, but the colors must 
be put together artistically. 
I have found that per- 
sons who generally cling to

one color have a mental attitude 
toward the world and things in gen- 
eral that harmonizes pretty well 
with their colors. Drab clothes fit 
drab-colored minds. Perhaps that is 
why people who have been gifted 
with brilliant minds have worn 
clothes that have been called fan- 
tastic in cut and in color. They have 
heen créticised for such things and 
have been called eccentric, but then 
the world always calls persons whom 
they do not understand eccentric. It 
is the simplest way out for simple 
minds, a way that does not demand 
analysis, and removes all necessity 
of particular thought.” 

Among the studios of New York 


city the Baroness von Freitag has 
frequently been urged by  fellow- 
artists to pose for pictures and it 
sometimes amuses her to do so. Her 
poses are full of imagination, full 
of life. There are times when she 
refuses to pose, especially if she 
does not like the style of work that 
the artist is doing. She insists that 
she must be in sympathy with the 
artist's work, must understand what 
he is doing before she can give him 
a satisfactory pose. The baroness 
says that just standing or sitting still 
for an artist is not posing. 

The baroness has a most marvel- 
lous collection of rings, many of 
them are silver set with dull stones, 


others she has made herself from 
artistically arranged beads. Some of 
these that she has made are futur- 
istic in the extreme. One might say 
that she practically paints with her 
needle and the beads. The result is 
weird but extremely interesting. 

“Whv should I not cover my hands 
with rings if | wish?” she said, look- 
ing up from ier work. “Others cover 
their hands with gloves. I think 
gloves ugly. .I would certainly not. 
feei at home with my hands encased 
with gloves. But my rings are a joy 
and pleasure to me. Sometimes | 
can wear only one. It depends upon 
my state of mind. But when I am 
very happy and gay I like to wear 
them all. Barbaric? Perhaps it is. 
if so, I like the barbaric.” 

Shees, also, the baroness. thinks, 
ought to be a matter of artistic work 
on the part of the wearer.

These 
are oriental to an extreme, beaded 
and ringed. And from the back of 
one hang two large beaded tassels. 

When an ordinary “slave to fash- 
ions’ might spend a day in selecting 
a hat the baroness will spend a week 
in making one to please her. One 


creation is made from the crown of 
a derby hat which this original wom- 
an has painted and glazed until it 
looks like a highly lacquered helmet. 
On top. for a decoration, is a long 
bone hairpin partly sheathed in an 
intricate bead design. At the back 
of the hat coming down to the nape 
of her neck she has added a strip of 
silver-covered cardboard edged with 
a gilt trimming. The effect is that 
of a headpiece of an Amazon, apd 
when dressed in the costume she 
designed to zo with the hat the bat- 
oness carries with her one of her 
pet alligators. 

Truly if one searched the United 
States from coast to coast, from 
North to South, it might be difficult 
to find a more amazingly gowned 
woman than the baroness, and it 
would also probably be difficult to 
find a woman who spends less in 
money or more in energy on her 
clothes than she does.

Alopecia of toxic origin is general. 
Thallium given to arrest night sweats 
in tuberculosis is followed by a gen- 
eral dropping out of the hair for from 
one to three months. Then it grows 
in again. The fallen hairs are nor- 
mel, showing that the alopecia is the 
result of toxic injury of the tropic 
centre. 

“Baldness.” Prof. Stein says, “is 
connected with the secretion of the 
sebaceous glands. The secretion of 
sebum is most profuse in the scalp, 
face and over the shoulder blades. 
Brow. and nose are normally covered 
with a coating of oily sebum, possi- 
bly. beeause these regions have no 
subcutaneous layer of fat and hence 
ihis extra secretion protects against 
excessive radiation of heat. The 
sehaceous glands may thus have an 
action antagonistic to that of the 
sweat glands. 

When the skin is chilled and 
“goose flesh’ forms, this squeezes 
out the sebum and a protecting oily 
coat thus covers the region and pre- 
vents radiation of heat. Muscular 
exertion produces sweat, mental ex- 
ertion produces sebum. 

“The development and functional 
activity of the sebaceous glands are 
intimately connected with those of 
the genital glands. Regular func- 
tioning of the latter causes increased 
secretion of sebum: this clears out

ing Hair 
the stagnating sebum and may thus 
cure a tendency to acne. A sudden 
profuse secretion of sebum may push 
out hairs only loosely held, and thus 
induce a transient falling of the hair. 

“The hair and the sebaceous gland 
form a unit like the leaf and flower 
on one stalk, If the leaf develops 
out of proportion, the flower suffers. 
and excessive functioning of the ge- 
baceous gland is at the expense of 
the hair. The gland gets all the 
nourishment and the hair wastes 
away from lack of nourishment. The 
papilla produces weaker, poorer hairs 
and finally stops producing them al- 
together. This occurs at the points 
where the secretion of sebum is most 
pronounced and the blood supply 
most precarious.” 

Recause a woman's scalp is also 
shielded by long hair, Prof. Stein 
Says that there is less sebum needed 
to protect it against chilling. To gsus- 
tain this theory of the mechanism of 
baldness, he cites the observation 
that men of the eunuchoid type do 
not grow bald. 


Poisoning by Varnish 


HK enormously increased pro- 

duction of aeroplanes during

On investigation 
the cause was found to be poisoning 
by tetrachlorethane, the only solvent 
known for the highly combustible 
acetyicellulose. These accidents led

Did you make and fill a comfort 


bag? Well, it was the thing to do. 


All over the state groups of ladies 
have busied themselves preparing these 
bags for our Georgia soldiers along 
the border. These groups are made up 
of practically all classes. 

the Woman's Christian Temperance 
union was the first woman's organi- 
zation to do systematic work for the 
betterment of soldiers and sailors. <A 
small part of that work was making 
eomfort bags which were filled with 
needles, thread, pins, buttons, scissors, 
absorbent cotton, adhesive plaster, 
tooth paste and brush, vaseline, soap, 
talcum powder, wash cloth, temperance, 
anti-cigarette and anti-tobacco leaflets 
and pledge cards, copy of the Testa- 
ment and @ motherly letter. Many bags 
are given to soldiers on land or sea 
every year. 

Work among sailors and soldiers is 
one of the forty-two departments op- 
erated by the National W. Cc. FU. It 
was established at the convention in 
1882 for the purpose of reaching the 
army, navy, veterans, merchant ma- 
rine service, life saving station men 
and all who plough the deep, with the 
gospel, temperance and purity work. 
It does this by means of the organiz- 
ing @f Christian Temperance unions, 
the pledge, literature, through co-op- 
eration With soldiers and sailors and 
by visi¥ation and personal effort. 

Un ohe gt Miss Frances E. Willard’s 
Organizing tours, a girl in whose home 
she was stopping said: ‘{Miss Willard. 
you have logked after all classes but 
the saldiers and sailors. My brother is 
a soldier and he tells me of the terri- 
ble temptationg to which the men are 
sudjecied. Why do you not do some- 
thing for them?’ And Miss Willard, in 
accord with the “do everything policy” 
of the great organization which she 
founded, replied, “It shall be done.”

Rome, December 1.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—The In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture has 
published a report under the title ‘Has 
the World Enough to Live Upon Until 
ne Next Harvest?” 

1@ report took jnto consider: 
five unfavorable factors, the foftore 
of the northern hemisphere harvests 
Of the year ending July 31 and particu- 
larly those of Canada and the United 
states; the unreleased crops of Russia 
Owing to the continued closing of the 
Dardanelles; the extra and unusual 
consumption of food by the armies: the 
increased difficulty of ¢ransporung 
crops, and the fact that normally ¢he 
world’s food consumption increases 
year by year, partly due to population 
increases, and whereby a crop which 
does no more than attain to an anté- 
cedent average ig actually an Insuffi- 
Client one. ‘ 

The general conclusion of the report 
while not favorable, indicates that i? 
every nation, irrespective of those at 
war, exercise close economy there mav 
be a narrow margin of surplus food 
left at the beginning of the next har- 
vest year. It is also made clear that 
should the next harvest be no better 
than the present, the situation will be 
serious. 

The report states: 
no one can estimate 
sion what may be the actua] consgump- 
tion of the world during the period 
dividing us from the next harvest.” 
However, it places the consumption of 
Wheat in the northern hemisphere 
countries at 2,337,500,000 bushels, adds 
to this the consumption of the south- 
ern hemisphere countries, and arrives 
at a total estimated consumption of 
¥,556,043.504 bushels. Taking into ae- 
count all existing wheat, given this 
consumption figure, the report finds 
that the wheat surplus by July 31 next 
will be but 46,281,609 bushels, and that 
this surplus will exist because of the 
preceding abundant harvest whereby 
$40,550,140 bushels of stored wheat 
were available to add to this year's 
consumption. This year's total wheat 
crop is therefore but 3 91,262,224 bush- 
els, as compared to 4,062,567,000 bushels 
last year. 

The report estimates the stores of 
tussian wheat so far unavailable for 
military reasons at a total of 303,580,- 
000 bushels. If this wheat is released 
at any time within the next calendar 
year, the food situation will be made 
easier, though not if the next harvest 
fails. 

The report's definite figures deal 
with the five important food crops of 
the northern hemisphere, wheat, rye, 
barley, oats and corn. “It should be 
borne in mind,” it states, “that these 
northern hemisphere crops are 93 per 
cent of those of the whole world for 
wheat, $9.9 of those of rye, $9.1 per 
cent of the barley, 97.8 of the oats; and 
94.2 of the corn. The crops in ¢he 
northern hemisphere lately gathered, 
taken as a@ whole, are undoubtedly 
bad. The wheat figures for 1916-1915 
and the average of the five-year period 
of 1908-18 are respectively, 887,706,000 
quintals, 1,095,406,000 quintals and 
$25,216,000 quintals. In other words, 
this year’s crop is ornty 80.2 per cent 
of that of the previous year, and §4.§

Are Ordinarily Vis- 
ible to the Naked Eye, 
but Astronomers 


Now Say There Are 
4,000 Times as Many 
in the Heavens.

UT in gazing upon these placid 

eyes how many do you think you 

are able to see? “Thousands 

and thousands of them!” ig the 
usual answer. Some star gazers go even 
further. “There are millions of stars out 
tonight!” is a familiar exclamation. And 
as it happens, both answers and exclama- 
tions are wrong. 

The number of stars that are visible to 
an average eye on a clear night are sur 
prisingly few. They can be definitely 
counted and, in most cases, surprising as it 
seems, amount to no more than 2,000. The 
faint stars near the horizon are blotted 
out by atmospheric vapors. If we could 
see all the stars near the horizon as well 
as we can see those directly above, 6,000 
would be visible to the naked eye. 

But those who have thought they could 
see millions of stars in the sky can take 
eomfort in this astounding fact: F. A. 
Lindemann, distinguished astronomer, has 
recently made the calculation that not- 
withstanding the fact that there are hun- 
dreds of millions of stars that can be seen 
by telescope and that leave their impress 
on a photographio plate, there are at least 
4,000 timeS as many dark stars as there 
are visible stars in the heavens. So there 
{is small comfort left to the eye that is 
able to see but 2,000 of the countless hosts 
of heaven. 

Thousands of stars that otherwise would 
be umseen are brought out by an or- 
dinary spyglass. But the largest tele- 
scopes bring out millions that the human 
eye of its own accord would never see. 
The photographic plate, however, holds 
the record for seeing the largest number 
of stars. Hundreds of millions of stars 
are sufficiently bright to leave their im- 
press on a plate when it is used in con- 
junction with a telescope. 

The photographic plate when it has been 
exposed for several hours also brings out 
an astonishing complexity of structure in 
stars. Curious curved lines of stars, great 
cloud-like forms, long narrow paths and 
large dark spots of a great variety of 
shapes have al) ben revealed by its search- 
ing eye. 

Very often the photograph records 
@amerous treelike forms which are much 


similar to certain prominences of the _ 


sun, Some are bright and some are dark 
Certain astronomers think that they are 
the result of stupendous uprushes into a 
resisting medium. The dark forms may 
be caused by an entire absence of matter 
of any sort or by the presence of great 
masses of opaque material which obscure 
the stars behind them. 

Considerable uniformity marks the dis- 
tribution of naked eye stars through the 
whole sky. On the other hand those that 
cannot be seen without telescopic aid are 
arranged very differently. They are most 
thickly crowded in the Milky Way, and on 
either side of it the number in a given 
area is less. The farther one goes away 
from the Milky Way the fewer are the 
stars that can be seen by the telescope. 
In the Milky Way, for instance, there is 
an average of thirty times as many stars 
as can be found in an equal area outside 
of it. 

At the present time astronomers the 
world over are engaged in an interesting 
occupation. They are cataloging all the 
stars in the heavens, and when they get 
through they will have a book at least as 
large as the stupendous catalogs of mail 
order houses. 

Many times have astronomers attempted 
to make a star catalog, but never have 
they been able to make a complete and 
satisfactory one. This time the work is 
being done by photographic plates. A 
number of observers scattered all over the 
world have united to photograph the en- 
tire heavens. Hach astronomer-photog: 


rapher fis using tnstruments of the same 
size and construction, and after the 
thousands of photographs have been taken 
many years will be required to measure 
them and prepare the results for publl- 
cation. 

But merely making catalogs and maps 
does not satisfy the ambitious astrono- 
mers. They not only want to know how 
many stars there are, but they also want 
to know how far away they are, what 
their dimensions are, of what substances 
they are composed, how they change ap- 
pearance, how they move, the relation 
they bear to our sun, and what their origin 
and destiny may be. 

No astronomer has yet been able to 
measure the diameter of any star, because 
they are all so frightfully far away. For 
instance: the sun has a diameter of 860,- 
000 miles, yet to a person on the fixed star 
Sirius it would look as small as a marble 
2,000 miles away. 

Rough estimates of the probable sizes 
of stars are the best that astronomers 
can make. These estimates are com- 
puted from the amount of light it emits 
and the distance it is away. The stars 
Capella and Vega are thought to be much 
larger than the sun. Some astronomers 
are bold enough to say that Arcturus is 
1,000,000 times larger than the sun. 

Mizar, which is at the bend of the 
handle in the Great Dipper, is calculated 
to be at least forty times as massive as 
the sun. The star Algol is periodically 
eclipsed by a dark body revolving about 
it and, computing by the length of the 
eclipse and other data, a diameter of 
1,000,000 miles has been obtained for it. 


No star sends to earth any measurable 
amount of heat, while the entire body of 
stars gives 1-60th as much light as the 
f moon. Seven billion stars like Sirius 
wild be required to make night as bright 
as day now is. 

There are single stars and double stars, 
about 10,000 of the latter sort being cata- 
loged. Many more have been seen, but 
astronomers so far have neglected them 
to pay more attention to their brighter 
brethren. The eye alone cannot see 4a 
double star, but a telescope easily sepa- 
rates them. 

In pairs of stars, each of them revolves 
about its common center of gravity. 
For all that astronomers on earth can say, 
these stars may be surrounded by groups 
of planets just as our sun is, for the 
planets, if there are any, would not be 
visible. 

It is considered very likely that the 
motion of double stars is controlled by 
the force of gravity. Inasmuch as the 
spectroscope shows that the stars are 
composed of elements found in the earth, 
the sun, the planets, the comets and the 
meteors, there is every reason for think- 
ing that the same materials when found 
in the stars’ observe the same law of 
gravitation as the materials on earth and 
other planets. 

The care with which astronomers pro- 
ceed in investigations of the heavens is 
fascinating. In the first half of the nine 
teenth century thousands of observations 
of Sirlus were made, and the more ob 
servations that were made and the more 


earnestly accuracy was sought, the more 


impossible it was to make the observa- 
tions agree. 

Fifty years ago a famous German as- 
tronomer attacked the problem of Sirius 
and found that she was moving in a tiny 
curve and that this motion was probably 
caused by a companion star. A few years 
later two other Gérman astronomers made 
a more thorough investigation and reached 
the conclusion that the companion star 
made a complete revolution of Sirius in 
fifty years, pointed out the direction in 
which the companion lay from Sirius and 
the direction in which it was moving. 
Hight years later another astronomer veri- 
fied their predictions by finding the com- 
panion star itself. In numerous cases 
have astronomers by their observations of 
the behavior of stars and by calculations 
predicted that new stars would be found 
at such and such a place at a certain time 
and invariably their predictions have come 
true. 

The most interesting class of double 
stars are those in which the two com- 
panions are so close together that they 
can never be seen separately. Spica in 
Virgo is a double star that completes its 
revolution in four days. The components, 
provided they are of equal size, are but 
6,000,000 miles apart and each is a third 
heavier than the sun. 

Sometimes a solar system contains 
three or more revolving suns. DBpsilon 
Lyrae, one of the faint stars near Vega, 
is a system of four suns. Theta Orionis 
is composed of six suns. There are any 


number of instances of multiple stars, . 


that is, where several are grouped rela- 
tively close together, Zeta Gancri, for

instance, is composed of three visible 
stars. Two of them are close together 
while the third revolves about them. But 
the motion of the third is irregular and 
many astronomers say its irregularity is 
caused by a fourth star in the group which 
is invisible. 

The spectroscope has proved a valuable 
instrument in the study of the heavens. 
It is an instrument which permits astrono 
mers to analyse the rays of light given off 
by stars and to tell what substances there 
are in the stars that make these different 
rays of light. 

Astronomers have divided stars into 
certain broad types as a result of spectro- 
scopic examination. Type one embraces 
the white or bluish stars like Sirlus and 
Vega, which are far more numerous than 
other colors. The Milky Way holds two 
thirds of these stars. Most of the light 
from these stars comes form hydrogen. 

Type two consists of yellowish stars 
which have spectra or colored rays like 
those of our sun. Pollux and Capella be- 
long to this type. Their spectra show 
many lines belonging to various metals. 
These stars are distributed pretty evenly 
over the heavens. 

Orange and red stars together with 

those which fluctuate in brightness belong 
to type three. Their spectra show many 
dark bands. Type four contains stars that 
are few in number, faint in light and 
generally of a heavy red color. 
“ Besides these stars, more than fifty 
others have been discovered whose spec 
tra are different in that they contain 
bright lines thought to *e due to gas that 
completely envelops them. 

There is a large group of stars which 
are inconstant in brightness and these 
are called variables. There are at present 
more than 400 known variables and new 
ones are being found every year. The 
most interesting class of variables are 
the temporary stars which appear every 
once in a while, They blaze up with a 
magnificent light and then disappear. 
Tycho’s star is the most famous of thesa. 
He first saw it on a November night in 
1572 and it was as bright as Venus. It 
was visible in broad daylight for several 
months and then it gradually died away. 
Another new temporary star and the latest 
was discovered in 1892. 

Astronomers are not sure as to the 
cause of these temporary stars. One ex- 


- planation they give is that two large 


bodies moving swiftly toward each other 
just barely miss colliding and create great 
eruptions on each other. 

The Demon star, which was so named 
by the ancients, is a star that takes turns 
at being dim, then bright. This is caused 
by a partial eclipse caused by a dark 
body revolving about this star, periodi- 
cally shutting off its light and again let- 
ting it stream forth brightly. 

Mira, the Marvelous, is another inter- 
esting variable. For 300 years fts changes 
have been under observation. It takes 
eleven months completely to go through 
all its different phases. Most of the time 
it cannot be seen by the naked eye. Once 
in eleven months it reaches its maximum 
brightness and after a week begins to 
sink away again. This is explained by 
some astronomers as being due to periodi- 
cal eruptions like those which take place 
on the sun, only on an immensely larger 
scale. 

There are a number of other variables 
which are hopelessly irregular. Scientists 
have puzzled their heads over the freakish 
things that happen to scores of stars, and 
have not a word of explanation for them. 
Perhaps these stars are inflated with 
enormous sun spots or perhaps they col- 
lide with meteoric streams. Their aria) 
rotation may account for some things ana 
great protuberances for others. Much ag 
astronomers have discovered in the heav.- 
ens, they know discouragingly little, but 
astronomers like other scientists work 
with a persistence that conquers everye 
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
